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INTRODUCTION. 


Our  first  American  ancestors  abandoned  the  land  of 
their  nativity,  for  new  homes,  with  changed  social  and 
religious  conditions.  A  change,  well  nigh  as  radical, 
occurred  by  the  severance  of  families.  Relatives, 
widely  separated,  with  meagre  facilities  of  communica- 
tion, soon  became  estranged ;  and,  in  a  few  generations 
the  ties  of  kinship,  which  formerly  connected  them, 
were  loosed,  and  finally  the  continuity  broken. 

Little,  of  family  record,  except  in  rare  instances,  can 
now  be  traced  beyond  the  ancestral  immigrant.  Much 
this  side  of  the  ancestral  immigrant  has  already  been 
lost.  Lapses,  which  appear  in  this  record,  admonish, 
that  the  time  is  opportune  to  begin  anew,  and  that  de- 
lay will  increase  difficulties. 

Independent  of  sentiment,  there  are  material  reasons 
why  such  records  should  be  kept.  The  early  civil  and 
political  institutions  were  necessarily  crude.  The  pub- 
lic records  are  imperfect :  these  often  have  'to  be  veri- 
fied by  personal  identity,  and  this,  in  the  absence  of 
family  records,  is  next  to  impossible. 

It  is  lamentably  true,  that  there  is  but  little  general 
interest  in  the  matter.  This  is  evident,  from  the  im- 
perfection when  a  record  is  attempted,  by  the  speedy 
confusion  that  ensues,  when  families  are  dispersed,  and 
the  almost  certain  destruction,  when  a  branch  becomes 
extinct. 

Happily,  there  still  exists  a  remnant  dominated  by 
love,  with  broader  views  than  those  which  cover  the 
immediate    family   group,    who  regard  the  genealogic

chain  as  strung  with  links  of  love ;  link  by  link,  in  a 
connected  chain,  as  they  are  each  transmitted  from 
parent  to  child.  The  child  in  turn  becomes  a  parent 
when  another  link  is  forged,  and  clasps  its  fellow ;  so 
these  love  links  embrace  each  other  in  a  continuous 
chain  of  love,  so  long  as  one  remains  to  forge  another 
link. 

To  those,  of  the  present,  time  who  care  to  linger  on 
the  memories  of  the  past,  read  the  story  of  their  an- 
cestors, or  have  knowledge  of  present  surviving  gener- 
ations, this  volume  is  modestly  presented,  with  the 
kind  regards  of  their  kinsman,  the  senior  surviving  de- 
scendant of  Thomas  and  Rebecca  Mapes  Youngs,  who 
bears  the  family  name. 


NOTE. 

Where  this  record  is  incomplete  in  names,  dates 
or  other  deficiencies,  it  must  be  attributed  to  the  ex- 
pressed, or  implied,  wish,  of  the  heads  of  families  who 
furnished  the  material,  and  in  no  case  to  the  author, 
who  has  used  all  of  the  information  given,  and  in  some 
instances,  has  solicited  additional  facts,  without  avail. 

No  private  record  has  been  enlarged  beyond  that 
which  has  been  authorized ;  but  deference  has  been 
had,  in  this  respect,  to  the  sense  of  propriety  and  taste 
of  those  most  interested.

CHKISTOPHEK  AND  MARGARET  YOUNGS. 


The  name  of  our  last,  resident  English  ancestor,  and 
the  first,  whose  identity  has  been  certainly  fixed,  is  on 
the  register  of  the  University  of  Oxford  as  follows : 

"  Christopher  Yonge  supplicated  for  B.  A.,  14th 
June,  1563-4.  Admitted  24th  February.  Supplicated 
for  M.  A.,  June  1566,  4  July  incepted,  8  Jiily  elected." 

Elected  Chaplain  of  Windsor  6  March,  1567-8,  on 
the  resignation  of  John  Hood.  His  birthplace  and 
date  of  birth,  are  probably  lost  to  history  ;  at  least  dili- 
gent search  has  failed  to  discover  them,  but  circum- 
stantial evidence,  from  the  dates  given,  fixes  beyond 
reasonable  doubt,  his  birth  at  or  near  1545. 

From  the  beginning  of  his  chaplaincy  of  Windsor,  in 
1567-8,  to  his  induction  as  Vicar  of  Reydon  and  South- 
wold,  Suffolk  Co.,  England,  no  record  of  him  has  been 
found.  This  should  cause  little  surprise,  as  political 
and  religious  thought  were  in  a  ferment  of  agitation, 
and  the  records  of  the  time  are  so  filled  with  matter 
pertaining  to  these,  that  individuals,  except  those  con- 
spicuously active,  were,  for  a  time,  ignored  as  unim- 
portant factors  in  the  popular  tumult. 

The  first  of  the  name  in  the  record  of  Reydon  and 
Southwold,  Suffolk,  England,  is  Christopher  Yonge,  as 
follows  : 

"  Christopher  Yonge  was  inducted  into  the  living 
of  Reydon  and  Southwold,  January  14th,  1611."  After 
that  date  the  name  is  frequently  recorded.  A  literal 
transcript  of  the  Youngs  record  from  1613  to  1691  is 
appended  : 
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Page  51,  1613,  (Baptism)  Martha,  daughter  of  Mr.  Christopher 
Yongs  minister  and  Margaret  his  wife. 

Page  61,  1616.  The  names  of  those  that  were  drowned  and 
fonde  againe ;  they  were  drowned  in  0e  haven  comeing  from 
Donwick  fayer  on  Sc  James  daye  in  a  bote  by  raason  of  one  cable 
layeing  over  wart  the  haven  for  by  rason  the  men  that  brought 
them  downe  was  so  negligent  that  when  they  were  redie  to  come 
a  shore  the  bote  broke  lose  and  so  the  force  of  the  tide  carried 
the  bote  against  the  cable  and  so  overwhelmed :  the  number  of 
them  were  xxntiy ;  but  they  were  not  all  found.  The  widow  Rob- 
son,  Joau  Bootes,  Marye  Yewell,  Suzan  Frost,  Margaret  Black- 
bourne  and  the  widow  Langley  were  all  buried  upon  the  26  daie  of 
July  being  all  cast  away  come  in  from  Donwick  fayer  on  Sl  James 
daye. 

Widow  Foster  was  buried  the  27  daie  of  July. 

Bennet  Allen  was  buried  the  30  daie. 

Goodie  Herison  was  buried  the  same  daie. 

Mistress  Ward  and  Elizabeth  Yonges  daughter  to  Mr.  Younges 
vicar  and  minister  was  buried  the  31  daie  of  Julye.  All  these 
were  found  againe  in  this  towne  and  buried.

— Records  of  Reydon  &  Southivold,  England. 

The  drowning  catastrophy,  furnished  the  subject  of  a 
romance  by  Agnes  Strickland,  published  in  the  January 
number  of  Harper's  Magazine,  1851,  page  226. 
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Epitaph  on  brass  tablet  in  chancel  floor  of  church  at 
Reydon  : 

"Mr.  Christopher  Yonges  who  departed  this 
life  the— Anno  Domini  1626. 

A  good  man  full  of  faythe  was  he 

Here  Preacher  of  Gods  Word 

And  manie  by  His  Ministrie 

Weare  added  to  the  Lord."— Acts  22 :  24. 

From  this  record,  these  facts  are  derived,  that  Eev. 
Christopher  Yonges  and  his  wife,  Margaret,  had  one 
child,  Martha  born  to  them,  who  was  baptized  in 
1613,  two  years  after  his  induction  to  the  living  of 
Reydon.  This  was  undoubtedly  their  youngest  child, 
or  other  baptisms  would  have  followed.  That,  at  least, 
two  older  children  came  with  them  to  that  place ;  an 
unmarried  daughter,  Elizabeth,  drowned  in  1616,  and 
a  son,  John,  whose  children,  John  and  Thomas,  were 
baptized  in  1623  and  1625,  respectively.  After  the 
death  of  the  Vicar  and  his  wife,  which  occurred  re- 
spectively in  1626  and  1630,  the  record  gives  the  date 
of  marriage  of  Joseph  Yonges  to  Margaret  Warryn, 
1632,  and  later  the  baptism  of  two  of  their  children. 

It  is  more  than  probable  that  Joseph  was  also  a  son 
of  the  Vicar.  This  probability  is  well  nigh  established 
as  a  fact  from  the  circumstance  of  his  having  been  in 
this  country  as  early  as  1639,  and  was  with  the  Rev. 
John  Youngs,  at  the  first  settlement  of  Southold,  des- 
ignated as  a  "mariner"  and  "wealthy  shipmaster" 
by  Rev.  Mr.  Whitaker,  in  his  history  of  Southold. 
Martha,  probably  youngest  child  of  Rev.  Christopher 
and  Margaret  Yonges,  born  in  1613,  was  married  to 
Thomas  Moore  and  came  with  her  husband  to  South  - 
old.

John,  son  of  Christopher  and  Margaret  Yonges, 
born  in  1597-8,  married  Joan  Herington  at  Southwold, 
England,  in  1622,  where  his  two  eldest  children,  John 
and  Thomas,  were  baptized  in  1623  and  1625,  respec- 
tively. 

The  next  record,  copied  from  Rev.  Mr.  Whitaker's 
history  of  Southold,  L.  I.,  credited  to  the  "  record  of 
the  Royal  Commissioners  of  Emigration  in  Massachu- 
setts Hist.  Society's  Col.,  fourth  series,  Yol.  1,  page 
101  :" 

"  The  examination  of  John  Yonge  of  St.  Margaretts,  Suff.  Min- 
ister aged  35  yeares  and  Joan  his  wife  aged  34  yeares  with  6  chil- 
dreu,  John,  Thomas,  Anne,  Eachel,  Mary  and  Joseph  are  desirous 
to  pass  to  Salem  in  N.  England  to  inhabit."  "  This  man  was  for- 
byden  passage  by  the  Commissioners  and  went  not  from  Yar- 
mouth." "  Indexes  of  Southold  by  Charles  B.  Moore,  Esq  ,  it  is 
held  that  Mr.  Youngs'  attempt  to  emigrate  from  Yarmouth  oc- 
curred May  11th,  1637  as  stated  in  a  copy  of  the  English  record 
made  by  Mr.  Savage." 

The  next  notice  of  him  is  in  the  New  Haven  record 
which  states  that  "  he  came "  there  "in  1638"  having 
passed  through  Salem  where  land  was  offered  him 
which  he  declined.  Notwithstanding  refusal  of  pass- 
age, by  the  Commissioners  of  Emigration,  he  came  to 
New  England  with  his  family  very  soon  after  the 
refusal. 

At  that  period,  determined  purpose  was  not  easily 
baffled,  in  the  attempt  to  find  an  open  field  for  the  free 
exercise  of  religious  duties,  coupled  with  prospective 
freedom  from  hereditary  rule. 

The  latter  object  is  emphasized  by  the  fact  pre- 
viously stated,  that  he  was  refused  passage  from  Yar- 
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mouth.  The  reason  for  that  refusal,  not  stated,  was, 
that  he  would  not  comply  with  conditions  prescribed 
by  government  binding  him  to  allegiance,  after  arrival 
at  the  place  of  destination. 

In  1640,  he  was  with  his  family  in  Southold,  Suffolk 
County,  L.  I.,  "where  he  gathered  his  flock  anew" 
and  built  the  first  church  edifice  in  the  State  of  New 
York,  except  perhaps  the  Dutch  Church  in  New  York 
City. 

Liber  A.  of  the  town  records  begins  with  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  Pastor's  home  lot : 

"The  Rev.  Mr.  John  Youngs  Pastor  of  the  Church  of  Christ  in 
Southold  aforesaid,  his  home  lot,  with  the  meadow  thereunto  ad- 
joining, contayning  by  estimation,  seaven  acres  more  or  less, 
bounded  on  the  East  wtn  the  highway  leading  to  the  head  of  the 
Creek — on  the  West  wril  the  whome  lot  of  Robert  Akerly." 

This  is  followed  by  numerous  other  conveyances  of 
land  allotted  to  him. 

The  date  of  the  death  of  his  wife,  Joan,  who  came 
with  him  to  Southold  is  not  known,  nor  does  any 
monument  mark  her  grave,  which  is  by  the  side  of  her 
husband's,  in  the  old  cemetery,  a  few  yards  from  the 
site  of  the  original  Church,  which  is  known  by  a  round 
depression  in  the  ground,  in  the  centre  of  which  is 
placed  a  stout  locust  post. 

The   Pastor   married    a  second  wife,  Mary  , 

a  widow,  date  not  known,  who  survived  him  a  few- 
years,  as  is  showTn  elsewhere. 

il  They  had  a  son,  Benjamin,  the  eldest;  perhaps  a 
son,  Samuel  ;  certainly  a  son,  Christopher,  the  young- 
est," and  a  daughter,  Mary,  as  appears  by  the  will  of 
her  mother. 

"  The  wall  which  surrounds  the  Pastor's  grave  is 
substantial,  and  supports  a  massive  horizontal,  free 
stone  slab,  which  bears  the  following  inscription:" 
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"  Mr.  John  Youngs,  Minister  of  the  Word  and  first  settler 
of  the  Church  of  Christ  in  Southgdd  on  Long  Island, 
deceased  the  24  of  february  in  the  year  of  our  lord 
1671-2  and  of  his  age  74." 

"  Here  lies  the  man  whose  doctrine  life  well  known 
Did  shew  he  sought  Christ's  honouer  not  his  own 
In  weakness  sown  in  power  raised  shall  be 
By  Christ  from  death  to  life  eternally." 

Southodd  Town  Records,  Page  148. 
A  gift  and  grant  of  Master  John  Youngs  Pastor  to  his  son 
Thomas  Youngs  of  the  halfe  part  of  his  divident  of  Land  at  and 
in  Oysterpond  upper  Neck,  and  namely  that  hallf  that  lyeth  next 
to  the  Oysterpond  to  him  the  sayd  Thomas  Youngs  and  his  heirs 
for  ever  : — And  also  all  of  the  meadow  land  adjoining  to  it — which 
meadow  land  is  to  be  recorded  amongst  the  rest  of  the  acres  of 
Land,  when  the  land  comes  to  be  divided  equally  between  him 
and  his  brother  John  Youngs — the  aforesaid  Thomas  Youngs  not 
to  make        *  *      (sale)  of  this  tract  of  Land  nor  any  of  it 

but  to  leave  it        *        *        *      to  his  heirs  for  ever. 
October  ye  28  Anno  1671. 

Entered  upon  Record 
by  me  Richard  Terry,  Recorder. 

Note  by  J.  Wickhara  Case  in  the  printed  records  of 
Southold,  conclusively  shows  that  Thompson,  Griffin, 
Moore  and  Hatfield,  are  all  "  either  erroneous  or  de- 
fective, or  both,  as  to  the  sons  of  Parson  Youngs," 
and  as  conclusively  proves  from  the  records  that  Anne, 
Rachel  and  Mary  was  the  full  list  of  his  daughters,  and 
that  John,  Thomas,  Joseph,  Benjamin  and  Christopher 
were  with  him  at  Southold.  Mr.  Case  further  states, 
in  his  notes,  that  the  Pastor  had  large  and  liberal 
grants  of  land  made  to  him.  "  The  choicest  parcels 
and  most  desirable  locations  were  uniformly  selected 
for  him."  "  His  village  lot  was  the  largest,  and  of  all 
the  lots  the  most  advantageously  situate." 

On  this  lot  which  extended  on  Main  Street  from  the 
highway  leading  from  the  town  creek,  to  the  west 
side  of  the  deep  hollow,  west  of  the  M.  E.  Church,  he 
erected  his  dwelling  near  the  spot  now  (1884)  occupied 
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by  the  house  of  Henry  G.  Howell ;  here  he  lived  and 

died  intestate,  aged  74." 

"  From  1640  to  1672  Pastor  Youngs  filled  the  pulpit  of  the  first 
Church  of  Southold  to  the  entire  acceptance  of  the  whole  parish 
which  at  that  time  extended  from  the  Wading  River  to  Oyster- 
ponds.     J.  W.  0." 

He  lived,  ministered,  was  revered,  and  eventually 
mourned  by  all  who  knew  him,  and  his  descendants 
have  just  reason  to  entertain  a  good  measure  of  family 
pride,  for  the  character  of  their  first  American  ances- 
tor. )  He  had  chosen  to  be  a  teacher  in  his  Master's 
service,  and  was  ordained  in  accordance  with  the  can- 
onical requirements  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  but,  in 
common  with  other  devout  Christians  of  the  time, 
chose  another  form,  less  fettered  by  ritual. 

His  widow,  Mary,  was  appointed  administratrix,  and 
the  following  is  a  copy  of  the  inventory  of  his  estate  :

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A  note  in  the  printed  records  of  Southold,  page  3 
explains  the  meagre  value  of  his  land,  as  set  forth  in 
the  inventory. 

"  He  had  been  in  possession  of  large  parcels  of  land 
but  previous  to  his  death  had  divided  and  parceled 
out  a  large  portion  thereof  to  his  sons  and  daughters." 
This  is  confirmed  by  numerous  records  of  deeds  to  his 
children  just  previous  to  his  death,  one  of  which,  to 
Thomas  Youngs,  of  Oyster  Bay,  is  previously  given. 

As  has  been  stated,  Pastor  John  Youngs  left  no 
written  will,  but  by  his  "  desire  and  will "  verified  by 
the  affidavits  of  Barnabas  Horton  and  Barnabas 
Wines,  letters  testamentarv  were  issued  to  his  widow, 
Mary  Youngs,  second  wife.  "  She  took  charge  of  the 
estate  and  managed  the  same  with  such  tact  and  pru- 
dence as  to  satisfy  the  children  of  Pastor  Youngs,  by  a 
former  wife,  Joan,  as  well  as  those  of  her  own.  She 
died  in  1678." 

Immediately  following  this  is  her  will  : 

"  Southold  ye  5th  of  November  1678. 

I  Mary  Youngs  ye  widow  and  relict  of  John  Yongs  sometime  of 
this  Town  Minister  doe  constitute  and  ordain  this  my  last  will 
and  testament  in  manner  &  forme  following  : 

First,  I  bequeath  my  soul  into  the  hand  of  God  that  gave  it, 
and  my  body  to  be  decently  buried,  in  the  certain  believe  of  its 
resurection  at  the  last  day,  and  as  for  my  outward  estate  (my 
debts  and  funeral  charges  being  first  paid)  I  doe  give  and  be- 
queath it  in  manner  and  form  following. 

Item,  To  John  Yongs  yK  eldest  son  of  my  said  husband  one 
half  of  my  meadow  at  Eagle  Neck,  all  my  meadow  at  Ocquabank 
on  both  sides  of  the  River,  a  Smyth's  Vice,  and  a  horse,  a  bed, 
and  all  other  such  houselstuff  as  shall  be  left  iundisposed  off  at 
my  death,  to  him  his  heirs  forever. 

Item  21.y.  I  give  to  Benjamin  Youngs  my  eldest  son  (by  my  last 
husband)  and  his  heirs  forever  all  that  my  dwelling  house  and 
house  lotts  wcn  all  appurtinences  thereunto  belonging,  lying  and 
being  in  the  Town  aforesaid  and  twenty  four  acres  of  land  at 
ye  end  of  Coopers  lane,  four  acres  at  Calves  Neck,  eight  acres  at 
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Toms  kreek  and  all  my  meadow  at  the  mouth  of  said  kreek,  also 
all  my  land  lyind  in  several  parcels  on  ye  north  side  of  ye  Town  ; 
halfe  my  meadow  at  Corchaug,  namely,  that  land  lying  next  to 
Barnabas  Horton  his  meadows,  three  acres  of  land  in  ye  Old 
Field,  a  second  lot  of  Comonage,  also  all  my  sheere  of  any  graine 
that  shall  be  growing,  reaped  or  thrashed  at  the  time  of  my  de- 
cease, and  all  my  other  provision  for  the  house,  also  I  give  as 
abovesaid  to  him  ye  said  Benj.  Yongs  two  oxen,  two  cows,  six 
sheep,  ten  swine,  my  great  brass  kittle,  and  all  my  chains  and 
irons  belonging  to  house,  cart  and  plow. 

Item  3^.  I  do  give  to  Christopher  Yongs  son  of  my  said  hus- 
band deceased  and  his  heirs  forever,  the  other  halfe  of  my  mea- 
dow at  Corchaug,  and  one  halfe  of  the  meadow  at  Eagle  Neck, 
two  acres  of  land  in  ye  old  field,  and  my  great  table. 

Item.  I  do  give  to  Thomas  Yongs  two  sheep,  four  books — as 
his  full  portion  with  what  he  hath  already  received. 

Item.  I  doe  give  to  Mary  Yongs  my  daughter  all  my  wearing 
clothes. 

Item.     I  doe  give  to  Sarah  Yongs  one  sheep. 

Item.     I  doe  give  to  Mary  Yongs  my  Grandchild  one  bed  and 
boulster,  two  blanchitts  and  one  pair  sheets  and  I  doe  nominate 
and  constitute  and  ordain  the  said  Benj.   Youngs  my  son,  sole 
executor  of  this  my  last  will  and  Testament. 
Witness  my  hand  and  seal.

By  this  will,  Benjamin  Youngs  became  the  owner  of 
the  late  Pastor,  John  Youngs'  homestead  and  home 
lot.  It  is  now  the  centre  of  the  village,  and  occupied 
by  a  score  of  houses,  and  other  buildings,  the  most 
conspicuous  of  which  is  the  large  M.  E.  Church  lo- 
cated in  the  northwest  corner.

THOMAS  AND  EEBECCA  MAPES  YOUNGS. 


Thomas,  second  son  of  Rev.  John  and  Joan  Hering- 
ton  Youngs,  born  at  Southwold,  Suuffolk,  England, 
in  1625  ;  married  Rebecca  Mapes. 

He  came  to  New  England  a  lad  of  thirteen,  and  two 
years  later  to  Southold,  L.  I.,  where  he  remained  until 
his  majority  and  marriage. 

He  removed  to  Oyster  Bay,  date  not  known,  and 
was  at  Elizabeth,  N.  J.,  as  early  as  1665,  at  which  date 
the  oath  of  allegiance  was  taken  by  him  and  others  of 
the  first  settlers,  who  are  supposed  to  have  come  with 
him  from  Southold,  L.  I. 

The  same  year,  1665,  he  was  appointed  one  of  the 
Governor's  Council,  other  records  show  that  he  was  in 
command  of  a  vessel  in  the  European  and  West  India 
trade. 

A  land  warrant  was  issued  to  him  for  240  acres  of 
land,  112  of  which  are  described  :  "  100  acres  at 
Youngs'  Point,  bounded  on  three  sides  by  Sir  George 
and  Philip  Patent,  a  great  pond  and  unsurveyed  land ; 
and  on  the  other  side  by  meadow ;  one  line  running 
along  the  meadow  till  it  comes  to  a  point  of  land  near 
the  Indian  Wigwam,  also  12  acres  of  meadow  con- 
tiguous to  the  above,  the  great  pond  and  the  swampy 
meadow."  "  The  locality  was  probably  chosen  be- 
cause of  his  seafaring  pursuits."  It  was  at  the  junc- 
tion of  Achter  Kol  Sound  and  Newark  Bay,  a  point  of 
land  then  called  Thomas  Youngs'  Point,  but  in  later 
years,  Dr.  Hart's  Point,  about  a  mile  north  of  the 
Governor  or  Old  Point. 
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In  1672  Seawanani,  a  Long  Island  Indian,  binds 
himself  to  Thomas  Youngs,  of  Elizabeth  Town,  Mar- 
riner,  as  his  servant,  for  four  years,  about  the  house  or 
family,  or  abroad,  whether  by  land  or  water,  on  con- 
dition of  being  supplied  with  sufficient  meat,  chink  and 
clothes,  washing  and  lodging,  according  to  his  rank 
and  qualities,  to  receive  for  his  services  a  year ;  and 
after  the  first  voyage  to  Europe  or  Barbadoes  one  suit 
of  apparel.  V/V^^^*   /V&^~*.<2s/ 

In  1676,  a  lot  of  land  was  laid  out  for  hsxn  on  the 
south  side  of  Statten  Island,  at  the  east  of  Seedan 
Point. 

There  is  no  record  or  reliable  authority  for  the  date 
of  his  coming  to  Oyster  Bay,  although  Thompson 
names  1654,  and  Hatfield  adopts  the  same  date  ;  it  is 
near  the  truth,  but,  only  a  good  guess. 

The  records  show  that,  during  the  most  of  his  life, 
he  was  as  much  engaged  at  Elizabeth,  as  at  Oyster 
Bay,  with  his  family  settled  at  Oyster  Bay,  to  which 
place  he  retired,  when  he  relinquished  active  business. 

The  date  of  his  first  coming  to  Oyster  Bay  is  fixed 
with  tolerable  accuracy,  by  documentary  evidence, 
which  is  partially  given  further  on. 

They  had  four  children,  John,  Thomas,  Samuel  and 
Bichard,  and  probably  daughters,  but  no  mention  of 
such  is  anywhere  found. 

His   first  signature  to    any  document  preserved,  is 

attached  to  a  lease  of  his  farm,  to  two  of  his  sons,  in 

1670,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy: 

Oyster  Bay,  the  first  month,  20th  day,  1670. 
This  is  an  agreement  made  bet-ween  Thomas  Youngs,  senior, 
and  Thomas  Yourjgs  and  Richard  Youngs  his  brother.  First  they 
are  to  have  the  free  use  of  my  team  cart  and  plow,  with  the  iron 
chains  and  all  things  thereto  belonging,  and  they  are  to  stub  and 
break  up  and  manure  all  the  said  land,  now  within  fence,  that  is 
fit  for  it,  and  they  are  to  look  well  and  carefully  after  all  my  crea- 
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tures,  and  they  are  to  have  for  their  team  and  plow  two-thirds  of 
all  the  increase,  of  all  the  land  manured,  that  I  own  there,  and 
they  are  to  have  two-thirds  of  the  fruit,  and  I  reserve  one  or  two 
barrels  for  John  Youngs,  and  so  every  year  following  as  they  en- 
joy it.  Then  for  the  sheep,  there  are  thirty,  and  they  are  to  de- 
liver me  thirty  pounds  of  wool  each  year.  That  is  one  pound  for 
one  sheep,  and  there  are  nine  lambs,  and  at  the  end  of  three 
years  and  a  half  they  are  to  deliver  me  thirty  sheep  and  nine 
lambs.  Now  for  the  cattle,  we  are  to  have  half  of  the  milk  and 
one-third  of  the  increase,  and  they  two-thirds ;  and  they  are  to 
find  and  provide  me  a  beast  to  ride,  on  when  I  please,  and  they 
are  to  provide  me  wood  to  burn,  what  is  needful. 

Four  cows,  one  two-year  old  heifer,  one  two-year  old  bull,  four 
yearlings,  and  the  principals  engage  to  me  to  make  good,  at  the 
term  and  time  of  three  years  and  a  half,  of  all  these  creatures. 
We  do  also  engage  to  sow  so  many  acres  of  wheat  and  rye  on  the 
ground  as  there  is  now,  at  the  end  of  three  years  and  a  half;  and 
to  leave  all  my  goods  and  carts  and  plows,  and  them,  with  all 
things  else,  that  they  receive  of  me  as  good,  as  they  are  now  ;  two 
broad  chisels,  two  narrow  chisels,  one  saw,  two  adze,  compasses, 
one  inch  and  a  half  auger,  three  lesser  augers,  one  bung  borer, 
one  presser  bit,  one  mattock,  two  forks,  three  pair  of  new  traces 
and  one  old  pair,  two  new  collars  and  two  old  collars,  one  pair  of 
cart  traces  with  iron  hook,  with  a  new  collar.  One  crosscut  saw, 
one  new  file,  a  beetle,  three  wedges,  one  saw  set,  two  great 
devices  with  the  bolts,  two  lesser  devices  with  the  bolts.  And 
they  are  to  tan  my  hides  for  one  third,  and  they  are  to  leave  all 
my  farm  in  as  good  order  and  repair  as  they  are  now  with  all 
things  else,  with  six  bushels  of  oats,  two  bushels  and  a  half  of 
peas,  two  bushels  of  barley,  one  bushel  and  a  half  of  flax-seed. 
As  our  hand  and  seal  the  manner  as  within, 

Thomas  Youngs,  Sen., 
Thomas  Youngs,  Jun., 
Richard  Youngs. 

Primarily,  this  quaint  document  is  reproduced  to  as- 
sist in  approximating  the  date  of  hfs  settlement  at 
Oyster  Bay.  The  significant  portion  of  it,  in  this  re- 
gard, is,  that  in  1670,  he  had  raised  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  apple  trees  to  anticipate  a  production  of  several 
barrels. 

When  he  located  here,  it  was  certainly  a  wilderness, 
untouched  by  civilization.     His  first  work  was  to  pre- 
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pare  a  shelter  for  his  family,  then  to  clear  the  land  for 
cultivation,  for  the  production  of  food ;  as  it  was  not 
easily,  or  perhaps  within  his  pecuniary  means,  other- 
wise attainable.  It  is  not  probable  that  any  labor  was 
bestowed,  or  even  serious  thought  given,  to  the  culti- 
vation of  fruit,  either  as  a  luxury  or  as  an  article  of  or- 
dinary diet ;  four  or  five  years  must  have  elapsed  be- 
fore the  primary  objects  were  attained.  Apple  trees 
were  certainly,  not  indigenous  here,  nor  were  nurseries 
for  their  propagation  accessible,  short  of  an  interven- 
ing ocean.  For  growing  them,  under  these  conditions, 
it  must  be  assumed  that  the  seeds  were  planted,  and 
some  four  years  growth  attained,  before  transplanting 
into  a  permanent  orchard.  After  this,  before  any  such 
production  as  the  terms  of  the  lease  indicate,  could  be 
realized,  from  ten  to  fifteen  years  must  have  elapsed, 
even  with  favorable  conditions. 

It  is  assumed,  that  this  statement  offers  a  reasonable 
conclusion,  from  the  smallest  figures  given  in  it,  that 
he  must  have  been  here  eighteen  years  before  1670, 
the  date  of  the  lease.  Other  portions  of  the  lease  are 
now  only  matters  of  curiosity.  Then,  the  most  trifling 
articles  mention  were  valuable,  and  important,  to  an 
extent  quite  beyond  present  realization. 

From  the  above  assumptions,  which  are  nearly  the 
equivalent  of  facts,  he  must  have  come  to  Oyster  Bay 
Cove  as  soon  as  1652,  and  it  is  not  improbable  as  early 
as  1650. 

Either  of  the  dates,  if  correct,  proves  that  he  was 
the  first  who  settled  at  Oyster  Bay  Cove,  and  that  he 
was  established  there,  before  any  attempt  was  made 
for  the  settlement  of  Oyster  Bay  Village  or  any  part  of 
the  Town  of  Oyster  Bay,  and  that  he  was  the  pioneer 
of  civilization  in  this  part  of  Long  Island. 

His  settlement  at  the  Cove  appears  to  have  had  no 
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connection  with  the  Town  purchase  in  1653,  but  was 
entirely  isolated,  from  the  large  number  of  home  lots, 
•then  laid  out,  which  were  nearly  all  on  the  site  of  the 
present  Village,  and  none  extended  to  the  east  of  Cove 
Hill. 

Nor  does  his  name  appear  among  the  proprietors  of 
the  old  purchase,  who  numbered  forty-one,  in  1677, 
which  number  remained  about  the  same  in  1680,  as 
owning  shares  in  the  new  purchase.  He  is  first  named 
in  1673,  as  one  of  the  owners  of  linkway  Neck,  (South 
Oyster  Bay).  In  a  deed  of  conveyance  he  specifies 
land,  "together  with  the  privilege  of  grassing  and  tim- 
ber of  half  a  right  of  common  in  ye  old  purchase 
which  I  bought  of  Thomas  Forman." 

His  first  recognition,  as  a  proprietor,  appears  by  the 
following  record  in  Liber  B.  folio  4,  of  Town  records : 

"  At  a  Town  meeting  held  on  June  11th,  1690.  Given  and  grant- 
ed by  the  Town  to  Thomas  Youngs. 

"  Whereas.  Formerly  the  Town  gave  him  a  right  or  quarter 
right  of  commonage  in  the  Town  privilege,  they  now  upon  his  re- 
quest have  made  it  a  whole  right  equal  with  the  purchasers  right, 
and  have  made  him  an  equal  townsman  with  them,  also  at  the 
same  time  was  granted  to  the  said  Thomas  Youngs  an  addition  to 
his  east  lot  at  the  Cove,  that  is  to  say,  that  he  may  extend  his  lot- 
in  a  straight  line  from  the  two  westermost  corner  bounds  thereof 
next  the  hill." 
Liber  B,  folio  ye  15, Lu  Town  records,  old  purchase  Nov.  1,**  1695. 

Laid  out  to  Thomas  Younge  a  parcel  of  land  at  ye  Cove  on  ye 
south  side  of  the  way  to  Huntington,  against  his  dwelling  house 
and  on  ye  north  side  of  ye  lot  which  was  formerly  Thomas  For- 
man's,  and  is  in  breadth  16  rods,  in  length  22  rods,  containing  in 
said  bounds  2  acres  and  32  rods,  on  ye  second  division  not 
straighting  any  highway  adjoining  to  it.

This  plot  is  identified  as  the  land  occupied  by  the 
farm  buildings  of  the  late  Daniel  Youngs,  which  were 
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removed  in  1886.  The  road  to  Huntington,  then  ran 
east,  until  it  crossed  the  brook  at  the  head  of  the 
creek,  and  on  the  east  side  of  the  Cove  Swamp,  before 
the  road  south,  through  the  Cove  Yalley  was  used,  al- 
though laid  out  in  1690. 

It  also  establishes  the  fact  that  Thomas  Youngs' 
dwelling  house  was  on  the  site,  and  undoubtedly  a  part 
of  the  present  Youngs  Homestead  at  that  date. 

His  autograph  attached  to  several  conveyances  of 
land,  shows  a  uniform  and  skillful  use  of  the  pen,  as 
does  also  the  whole  of  the  lease  referred  to,  which  is 
in  his  own  handwriting. 

The  following  imperfect  deed  indicates,  that  in  1679 
he  was  a  resident  of  New  York,  which  comports  with 
the  theory  of  his  occupation  as  pilot : 

A  gift  and  grant  of  Mr.  Thomas  Yongs,  of  New  ...  to  his 
brother  (half  brother)  Mr.  Christopher  Yongs,  of  Southold,  upon 
Long  Island,  in  Yorkshire,  viz  :  A  parcel  of  upland  and  meadow, 
adjoining  to  jc  oysterponds,  (illegible)  ...  to  Sargent  Bowns 
in  Southold  Parish,  (illegible)  .  .  .  uper  Neck,  to  have  and  to 
hold,  to  him  and  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever — it  being  the  same 
parcel  of  land  given  him  by  his  father,  Mr.  John  Yongs,  minister 
of  Southold,  as  may  appear  by  record  of  ye  Sd  Town,  October  the 
2d,  1679.

There  is  reliable  authority  for  stating  that  he  was 
the  first  recognized  pilot  in  the  harbor  of  New  York, 
and  this  authority  has  confirmation  in  the  document 
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appended.  His  knowledge  of  the  approach  to  the 
harbor  must  have  been  well  established,  or  the  exer- 
cise of  his  judgment  would  not  have  been  called  in  re- 
quisition, some  twenty  or  more  years,  after  he  had  set- 
tled at  Oyster  Bay. 

A  warrant  for  Mr.  William  Shackerly  to  lay  the 
boeuys  at  Sandy  Point. 

You  are  hereby  desired  and  required  forthwith  to  take  on  boarrl 
the  Hopewell  (yr  sonns  small  open  sloop) the  two  bouys  lying  Afloat 
before  the  Town  Bridge,  and  to  sail  with  them  to  the  coming  into 
Hudson  River,  at  Sandy  Point;  and  without  delay  (wind  and 
weather  permitting)  to  lay  the  said  bouys,  in  the  most  proper 
places ;  without  said  Point ;  one  of  them  on  the  westermost  spit 
or  part  of  the  East  Bank ;  the  other  on  the  shouldings  under  (or 
this  side  of)  Renslaer  Hocck  or  Polland  Point  as  is  adjudged  best, 
in  not  less  than  three  fathoms  and  a  half  of  low  water.  At  yor  go- 
ing you  are  to  call  on  Captain  Griffin  and  (if  he  please)  to  take  with 
you  his  master,  and  Randall,  his  pilot,  as  also  Mr.  Thos.  Youngs, 
and  to  take  their  advice,  and  that  they  see  to  the  laying  of  said 
Bouys,  which  having  effected  you  are  without  any  losse  of  time, 
to  return  to  this  place,  with  the  said  sloope ;  for  all  which  this 
shall  bee  yor  warrant. 

Given  under  my  hand  this  31st  day  of  March,  1675.

To  Mr.  William  Shackerly. 

As  all  of  the  conveyances,  referred  to,  occurred  at  or 
before  1703,  the  presumption  is,  that  following  the 
example  of  his  father,  he  was  distributing  his  property 
during  his  lifetime  amongst  his  children  as  most  of  the 
deeds  were  to  his  sons. 

The  date  of  his  death  is  not  definitely  known,  but 
the  fair  inference  is  that  he  died  soon  after  the  last 
deed  was  given  in  1703,  and  one  received  from  his  son 
John,  mentioned  further  on  in  1707. 

Certain  it  is  that  he  was  born  in  1625,  and  that  he 
was  living  in  1707,  at  which  time  he  was  eighty-two 
years  old. 

There  is  no  indication  of  infirmity  in  the  last  of  his 
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.    either  from  aire  or  the  wear  of  his  necessarily

There  is  a  momament  erected   over  his  grave,  but  by

JOHN  YOUNGS. 


John,   eldest  son  of  Thomas  and  Kebecca  Mapes 
Youngs,  appears  but  seldom  in  the  records. 

Very  little  mention  is  made  of  him  in  any  writing, 
after  the  reference  to  him  in  the  lease  above  quoted. 

In  1707,  he  executed  a  deed  to  his  father,  Thomas 
Youngs,  of  land  at  Oyster  Bay,  in  which  his  residence 
is  given  as  Stamford,  Connecticut.  Nearly  as  many  of 
the  family  emigrated  to  Connecticut  as  remained  at 
Oyster  Bay,  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  eighteenth 
century,  and  their  descendants  are  probably  as  numer- 
ous, yet,  owing  to  the  imperfection  of  such  records,  as 
appear,  it  is  almost  impossible  at  this  time  to  trace 
with  any  degree  of  accuracy  the  line  from  a  specified 
ancestor. 

In  this  case  the  deed  above  mentioned  fixes  the 
identitv  of  John  and  his  location. 

Following  this  is  a  deed  from  Richard — location 
Greenwich,  Connecticut — to  his  uncle,  Richard,  of 
Oyster  Bay,  presumably  conveying  a  parcel  of  real 
estate  which  he  inherited  from  his  father.  From  all 
of  the  evidence  attainable  without  positive  record,  this 
Richard  was  the  grand  son  of  John  the  eldest  son  of 
the  first  Thomas  Youngs. 

Richard  married ,  and  had  six  children, 

Abraham,  William,  Daniel,  Mary,  Rebecca  and  Eunice. 
As  these  are  not  recorded  in  chronological  order, 
they  will  be  noticed  as  presented. 

Abraham,  the  first  named  son  of  Richard,  had  nine 
children.  Anson,  married  and  settled  at  Norwich, 
Connecticut.     George ;  Charles,   settled   at   Stamford, 
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Connecticut.  Sellick,  at  Bridgeport.  Hannah  was 
not  married.  Mary  was  married  to  Rev.  M.  N.  01m- 
stead.  Susan  was  married  to Nickesson.  Caro- 
line was  married  to  C.  Bennett,  and  Martha  was  mar- 
ried to  H.  Tristram. 

William,  second  named,  had  nine  children,  William, 
Joseph,  John,  George,  Charles,  Theedore,  Sarah,  Mary 
and  Harriet. 

Daniel  had  one  son,  Greenlief.  Mary  was  married 
to  Smith  Weed,  of  Stamford,  Connecticut.  Rebecca 
was  married  to  Joseph  Meeker.  Eunice ;  George,  the 
second  named  son  of  Abraham  Youngs,  who  resided  at 
New  Canan,  Connecticut,  had  six  children,  James,  eld- 
est child,  unmarried,  now  living  at  Bridgeport,  Con- 
necticut, actively  engaged  in  business,  under  the  firm 
name  of  Youngs  &  Jackson,  stationers,  364  Main 
street.  John,  deceased,  Charles,  deceased,  Martha, 
unmarried,  and  Mary  Jane,  married  to  George  W. 
Peterson,  of  Bridgeport,  Connecticut.

THOMAS  AND  ELIZABETH  WEEKES  YOUNGS. 


Thomas,  second  son,  of  Thomas  and  Rebecca 
Mapes  Youngs,  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Samuel 
Weekes.  From  circumstantial  evidence,  he  was  born 
about  1650,  and  the  time  of  his  death  is  known  by  the 
date,  1720,  on  a  stone  in  the  cemetery  marked  T.  Y. 
His  wife's  grave  not  marked.  They  had  seven  chil- 
dren. Richard,  Samuel,  Benjamin,  Jonas,  Joseph, 
Mary  and  another,  name  not  known. 

He  was  designated  as  a  rope  maker.  His  rope  walk 
was  in  the  hollow,  south  of  the  cemetery  hill.  In 
1694,  the  town  meeting  granted  him  "liberty  to  spin 
rope-yarn,  and  make  rope  on  ye  common  by  his  shop." 

The  hill  and  hollow  described  as  common,  was  after- 
ward laid  out — granted — to  him  by  the  town  meeting. 
Numerous  other  grants  were  made  to  him  by  the  town, 
of  land  at  the  Cove,  some  of  which  can  now  be  traced 
from  the  surveyor's  certificates  which  are  still  pre- 
served. These,  with  several  larger  parcels  purchased, 
show  that  at  the  time  of  his  death  he  had  become  a 
large  land  owner. 

Besides,  his  father,  just  previous  to  his  death, 
deeded  to  him  all  of  his  remaining  land  at  Southold, 
Suffolk  County,  which  had  been  given  to  him  by  his 
father,  the  Rev.  John  Youngs. 

The  last  of  this  property,  as  appears  by  the  records 
of  Southold,  was  sold  at  the  date  of  the  following  ab- 
stract : 

"  To  all  Christian  people,  know  yee,  that  I,  Thomas  Youngs,  of 
Oyster  Baye,  Queens  County,  weaver,  in  consideration  of  fifteene 
pounds  to  me  paid  by  Joseph  Hull,  of  Southold,  cooper,  doe,  by 
these  presents  grant,  bargain  and  sell  unto  ye  said  Joseph  Hull, 
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a  certain  parcel  of  meadow  lying  at  Catchauge,  by  computation, 
four  acres,  bounded  on  ye  north  by  ye  meadow  of  Peter  Payne, 
deceased.     East  by  a  small  creek :    South   by    ye    meadow    of 
Samuel  Winds  and  west  by  ye  upland." 
Witness  my  hand  and  seal  ye  6th,  of  march  17  ^.

This  ends  the  real  estate  connection  of  the  Oyster 
Bay  Youngs'  with  the  property  originally  owned  at 
Southold,  by  Pastor  John  Youngs. 

Thomas  Youngs  was  possessed  of  many  parcels  of 
land,  situate  on  Cove  Neck,  at  the  Cove,  Yellow  Coats 
Laurel  Hollow,  and  the  head  of  Pine  Hollow.  These 
lands  were  distributed  to  his  several  sons,  by  deeds, 
some  of  which  were  given,  twenty  years  before  his 
death,  he  retaining  the  use  of  the  properties  during 
the  lifetime  of  himself  and  wife  or  either  of  them. 

The  will  of  Elizabeth  Weekes,  widow  of  Thomas 
Youngs,  is  appended,  for  the  reason,  that  it  recites 
some  names,  which  would  not  otherwise  appear,  as 
they  have  not  been  traced. 

Be  it  remembered  that  I  Elizabeth  Youngs,  Widdow  Belict  of 
Thomas  Youngs,  of  Oyster  Bay,  deceased,  being  sick  in  body^ 
but  of  perfect  and  good  mind  and  memory  thanks  be  to  God 
therefor,  this  Fourth  day  of  August  in  the  Year  of  Our  Lord  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty-six,  do  declare  this  under- 
written account  of  what  Goods  and  Chattels  I  propose  to  give  and 
bestow  to  my  Four  Sons  Richard  Samuel  and  Jonas  Youngs  and 
my  Daughter  in  Law  Abigail  Youngs  widow  relict  of  Joseph 
Youngs  deceased.

Sons  Wives  and  daughter  in  Law  above  mentioned  to  be  equally 
divided  among  them. 

Item.   My  household  Goods  and  sheep  which  shall  belong  to  me 
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at  my  Decease  I  give  and  bequeath  all  unto  my  four  Sons  and 
Daughter  in  Law  aforesaid  to  be  equally  divided  among  them, 
except  an  Oak  Table  and— Kettle  containing  about  three  quarts, 
which  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son  Samuel  Youngs  over  and 
above  his  portion  and  share  of  the  Goods  and  also  my  Wollen 
Spinnen  Wheel  to  his  Wife  Tempe. 

Item.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  Grand  Daughter  Mary  Youngs 
the  Feather  beds,  bedstead  sheets  blankets  and  pillows  and  what 
belongs  thereto,  which  I  shall  lie  upon  at  my  decease  and  also  a 
small  Chest. 

Item.  I  give  to  my  Grand  Daughter  Elizabeth  Youngs  a  small 
Iron  Pot,  with  Bed  and  bedding,  Chest,  and  pot,  I  give  as  afore- 
said because  the  rest  of  the  goods  are  divided. 

Lastly  I  nominate  and  appoint  my  four  Sons  as  aforesaid  Execu- 
tors of  this  my  last  Will  and  Testament  Revoking  all  former 
Wills  by  me  made.  In  Witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my 
hand  and  seal  the  day  and  year  above  written.

Another  writing  bearing  even   date  with   the  Will,  signed  and 
witnessed,    precisely  the   same,   explains  the  clause  of  the  last 
item  "because  the  rest  of  the  goods  are  divided."    This  gives  in 
trust  to  her  two  Grand  Daughters,  Mary  Ireland  and  Elizabeth 
Ireland  to  be  equally  divided  between  them  and  to  be  delivered  to 
them  as  they  shall  arrive  at  the  age  of  eighteen  years     *      *      * 
Viz :  Two  Bedsteads  two  feather  Beds  and  two  bolsters  and  pil- 
lows to  the  beds,  four  pair  of  sheets,  four  pair  of  pillowbears,  four 
pair  of  white  blankets  four  coverlids,  two  Chests,  four  suits  of 
homespun  worsted  Cloths,  six  pewter  platters,  six  pewter  plates, 
six  porringers,   two  pewter  tankards,  six  earthen  platters,  four 
earthenplates  and  two  earthen  dishes,  and  also  two  sits  of  calico 
curtains.      And  I  do  hereby  nominate   and  appoint  my  Cousin 
George  Townsend,  of  Oyster  Bay  aforesaid  to  be  my  trustee  to 
see  all  the  aforesaid  Goods  and  Chattels  paid  and  delivered  unto 
my  Said  GrandDaughters  as  they  are  of  age  as  aforesaid."

Richard,  eldest  child  of  Thomas  and  Elizabeth 
Weekes  Youngs,  appears  nowhere  in  the  records  ex- 
cept as  a  legatee  in  his  mother's  will,  as  one  of  the 
executors,  and  assignee  of  his  nephew,  Richard. 

Joseph,  fifth  child  of  Thomas  and  Elizabeth  Weekes 
Youngs,  or  his  family,  if  he  left  any,  cannot  be  traced. 
He  is  mentioned  in  an  old  writing  as  the  former  owner 
of  a  "  farm  or  plantation,  in  Oyster  Bay  Cove,  lying  by 
a  highway  that  leads  from  the  Cove,  so  called,  to  the 
plains,  containing  by  estimation,  eighty  acres,  with 
buildings  and  thereto  belonging."  The  writing  alluded 
to  is  a  lease  "to  Mary  Smith,  widow,  Cornelius  Van 
Coick  and  Rachel  Yan  Coick,  by  Louis  William, 
blacksmith  of  Hampstead." 

The  property  described  was  somewhere  on  the 
road,  now  closed,  through  "Wolf  Pit  Hollow,"  which 
was  the  original  road  from  the  "  Cove  to  the  great 
plains,"  recorded  as  "  varying  from  six  to  thirty  rods 
in  width." 

Mary,  seventh,  child  of  Thomas  j  and  Elizabeth 
Weekes  Youngs,  was  married  to  Matthew  Shoose,  of 
Maryland,  at  Oyster  Bay,  in  1727,  by  Rev.  Robert 
Jenney,  Rector  of  St.  George's  Church,  Hempstead, 
who  also  officiated  at  Oyster  Bay,  as  appears  by  a 
note  by  the  Rev.  Robert  Jenney. 

"I  preach  every  Sunday  morning,  catechise,  and 
read  lectures  on  the  catechism,  every  Sunday  after- 
noon. 
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Every  third  Sunday  at  Oyster  Bay. 

At  both  places  I  have  an  encouraging  number  of 
hearers."     St.  George's  record.

SAMUEL  AND  PENELOPE  ALLEN  YOUNGS. 


Samuel,  third  son  of  Thomas  and  Rebecca  Mapes 
Youngs,  born  in  1680,  married  Penelope  Allen,  in 
1714. 

They  had  three  children — Thomas,  Daniel  and 
Rosanna. 

Although  he  was  largely  engaged  in  farming,  he  ap- 
preciated the  importance  of  having  one  of  his  sons 
learn  a  trade,  a  custom  which  largely  prevailed  at  the 
time,  and  which  was  a  necessity,  in  the  absence  of 
skilled  workmen,  in  every  department  of  labor,  and 
especially  in  furnishing  articles  for  domestic  use,  from 
the  raw  materials  of  wool,  and  flax,  raised  on  the 
farms. 

The  proof  of  this  is  demonstrated  by  the  following 
indenture  : 

By  a  writing  of  indenture  dated  August  23,  1732, 
between  Samuel  Youngs,  Yeoman,  and  his  son,  Daniel, 
on  the  one  part,  and  Enoch  Flower,  of  the  other  part, 
it  is  stipulated. 

11  The  said  Enoch  Flower  doth  covenant  and  agree  to,  and  with 
the  said  Samuel  Youngs  and  his  sd  son,  that  he  will  still  continue 
at  the  house  of  Samuel  Youngs,  and  there  carry  on  his  trade  of 
weaver  for  and  during  the  full  term  of  one  year  from  the  day  of 
the  date  above  written.  That  the  sd  Enoch  Flower  shall  do  the 
utmost  of  his  endeavor  to  teach  and  learn  the  said  Daniel  Youngs 
his  mistery  art  or  trade  of  a  weaver  after  the  best  manner  he  can, 
and  also  to  learn  him  to  read,  write,  arithmetick,  at  all  times  dur- 
ing the  said  term.  That  he  "agrees  to  teach  the  said  Samuel 
Youngs'  children  their  books,  to  write  and  to  sifer  in  the  winter 
season  nights  and  to  use  the  best  of  his  skill  to  learn  them  what 
he  can." 
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"  The  said  Daniel  Youngs  doth  covenant  and  agree  with  the  said 
Enoch  Flower,  that  he  will  serve  him  after  the  manner  of  an  ap- 
prentice during  the  full  term  of  one  year.  That  the  said  Samuel 
Youngs  doth  agree  that  he  will  provide  and  find  a  sufficient  shop 
to  work  in,  and  also  to  procure,  provide  and  find  his  son  Daniel 
sufficient  meete,  drink,  washing,  lodging  and  apparel  during  the 
said  term,  and  the  said  Enoch  Flower  shall  have  the  hool  of  the 
profit  of  the  work  that  the  said  Daniel  Youngs  shall  do." 

"  The  said  Enoch  Flower  at  the  end  of  the  said  term  for  his 
board,  shall  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  onto  the  said  Samuel  Youngs 
or  his  assigns,  the  just  and  full  sum  of  ten  pounds  of  current 
money  of  New  York,  the  said  Samuel  Youngs  agreeing  to  find 
him  sufficient  board  and  lodging  during  the  term." 

For  the  performance  of  these  stipulations,  each  of  the  parties 

are  bound  in  the  penal  sum  of  twenty  pounds  current  money  of 

New  York.

The  object  of  inserting  this  indenture,  is  not  only  to 
show  the  necessity  then  existing  for  skilled  labor,  but 
the  still  greater  necessity  for  educational  facilities, 
which  had  evidently  been  neglected  by  the  first  set- 
tlers of  Oyster  Bay,  as  the  signatures  of  the  first  and 
second  generations  born  there  sadly  suggest. 

Samuel,  the  father  of  Thomas,  Daniel  and  Eosanna, 
died  intestate. 

There  is  a  quit  claim  deed,  dated  1784,  by  which 
George  and  Rosanna  Youngs  Townsend,  conveyed  to 
her  brother,  Thomas  Youngs,  all  claims  of  Rosanna 
Townsend  to  her  father's  land  and  appurtenances  at 
Oyster  Bay. 

Previous  to  this,  on  December  3d,  1756,  a  division, 
by  quit  claim,  was  made  by  Thomas  and  Daniel,  of 
their  father's  estate,   by   which    Ebaaiei-  retained  m  the  ^//ffkua^ 
a  *         homestead,    and   Kjuiu^d:   the   other   house,  as  it  was 
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termed,  situate  on  the  east  side  of  the  Cove  road,  op- 
posite the  cemetery. 

These  quit  claim  deeds  were  only  for  the  purpose  of 
a  partition  of  the  property,  and  they  are  the  only 
deeds,  except  the  original  one,  that  have  ever  included 
The  Homestead  and  the  adjacent  land.

THOMAS  AND  MAEY  COLWELL  YOUNGS. 


Thomas,  eldest  child  of  Samuel  and  Penelope  Allen 
Youngs.  "  Uncle  Tommy "  was  born  in  1717.  He 
married  Mary  Colwell,  of  Oyster  Bay.  She  died  with- 
out issue  in  1785.  He  was  not  married  again,  yet  it 
could  hardly  be  realized  that  he  died  childless,  for  as 
far  as  affection  and  substantial  provision  can  denote 
paternal  regard,  it  was  bestowed  upon  his  brother's 
and  sister's  children. 

His  nephew,  Daniel,  eldest  son  of  his  brother 
St6u*.t£  -ftn.Timn.l.  Always  livp.d  with  him  at  uThe  Homestead," 
and  inherited  it  from  him  at  his  death,  which  occurred 
in  1797. 

"  Uncle  Tommy  "  was,  probably,  the  most  conspicu- 
ous member  of  the  family  at  the  Cove,  as  a  large  land 
owner,  a  prosperous  farmer,  and  intelligent,  active 
citizen. 

Besides  general  cropping,  he  gave  special  attention 
to  the  cultivation  of  fruit,  particularly  apples,  which  in 
their  various  products  of  cider,  vinegar  and  whiskey, 
(apple  jack),  were  remunerative. 

His  cider  mill,  now  converted  into  a  horseshed,  is  in 
a  good  state  of  preservation,  and  a  portion  of  his  still 
is  yet  recognizable. 

He  is  credited  in  the  records  of  the  N.  Y.  S.  S.,  for 

the  Promotion  of  Arts,  with  the  following  : 

11  December  18th,  1768.  The  New  York  State  Society  for  the 
Promotion  of  Arts,  adjudged  a  premium  of  £10,  to  Thomas 
Youngs,  of  Oyster  Bay,  for  the  largest  nursery  of  apple-trees.  It 
contained  twenty-seven  thousand  one  hundred  and  thirty-three 
trees." 

Some  few  of  these  trees,  immensely  large,  and  pro- 
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fuse  bearers,  are  now  growing  on  the  site  of  his 
nursery,  1890. 

He  built  and  owned  the  school  house  located  on  the 
top  of  Cove  Hill,  where  all  of  the  Cove  children,  and 
many  from  Oyster  Bay  Village,  a  mile  at  the  west,  at- 
tended school.  This  attendance,  from  the  village,  is 
believed  to  have  been  from  necessity,  as  no  record,  or 
evidence  of  any  kind  is  found,  that  a  building  for 
school  purposes  had  ever  been  erected  elsewhere,  in 
or  near  the  village. 

The  use  of  this  school  house  was  gratuitously  given 
for  a  public  school,  until  the  academy  in  the  village 
was  opened  for  instruction  in  1801.  Soon  after  that  it 
was  moved  to  the  east  side  of  the  hill  and  converted 
into  a  tenement,  where,  with  additions  and  renova- 
tions, it  is  still  extant. 

His  generous  provision  for  his  family  during  his 
lifetime,  and  numerous  testamentary  bequests,  show 
an  unusual  measure  of  kindly  regard  for  his  own,  and 
his  wife's  relatives,  by  all  of  whom  he  was  held  in 
grateful  remembrance. 

His  desk  is  still  in  "  The  Homestead,"  in  which 
many  papers  were  found  that  materially  assist  with 
correct  information,  in  the  work  of  tracing  family  rela- 
tions for  this  record.  Many  small  tokens  of  remem- 
brance are  still  treasured  in  the  family. 

His  pocket  wallet,  evidently  made  to  order,  has  his 
initials  and  date  "1  T  75  Y  4,"  indelibly  stamped  in 
the  leather,  and  his  well  used  prayer  book,  so  worn 
that  the  daily  morning  and  evening  prayers  are 
scarcely  legible,  marked  with  his  autograph  and  date, 
"  1760,"  are  now  in  the  possession  of  his  namesake 
and  nephew  in  the  third  generation,  Thomas  Youngs, 
of  Oyster  Bay  Cove.

DANIEL  AND  SUSANNA  KELSEY  YOUNGS. 


Daniel,  second  son  of  Samuel  and  Penelope  Allen 
Youngs,  born  in  1718,  married  Hannah,  daughter  of 
Peter  Underhill,  in  1746.  They  had  three  children, 
Daniel,  Samuel  and  Penelope. 

His  wife  died  in  1769.  He  married  a  second  wife, 
Hannah,  daughter  of  Rev.  Benjamin  Woolsey,  and 
widow  of  Samuel  McCoun.     They  had  no  children. 

Daniel,  the  eldest  child  of  Daniel  and  Hannah  Un- 
derhill Youngs,  born  1748,  was  married  to  Susanna, 
daughter  of  Timothy  Kelsey,  of  Huntington.  She  was 
born  in  1752. 

Their  married  life  was  passed  in  the  midst  of  the 
revolutionary  excitement,  and  during  the  war  they  ex- 
perienced a  full  measure  of  annoyance,  from  the  pres- 
ence of  the  Hessians  stationed  at  Oyster  Bay,  and 
domiciled  in  its  homes. 

But  a  century  had  elapsed  since  our  ancestors  were 
engaged  in  converting  a  wilderness  into  a  civilized 
abiding  place,  to  enjoy  freedom  of  worship,  which  the 
changeful  condition  of  thought,  in  the  mother  country, 
menaced  with  doubt,  uncertainty,  license  and  oppres- 
sion. This  one  idea,  which  transplanted  them  to  a 
new  world,  severed  no  existing  political  allegiance.  The 
attainment  of  that,  for  which  they  changed  their  domi- 
cile, stimulated  the  desire,  and  showed  the  probability 
of  disavowing  a  political  control,  which  though  mildly 
oppressive,  was  exceedingly  annoying. 

At  this  period  a  spirit  of  freedom  controlled  all 
thought,  as  well  it  might. 
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Their  surroundings  presented  grand  proportions. 

Environed  by  a  land  in  its  original  wildness,  exten- 
sive beyond  knowledge,  with  unlimited  resources,  al- 
ready appreciated,  though  but  partially  known  and 
crudely  developed.  Having  attained  the  liberty  to  till 
the  soil,  with  a  just  pride  of  ownership,  it  is  little  won- 
der that  the  desire  for  political  emancipation  should 
follow  as  a  sequence.  The  desire,  to  accomplish  such 
emancipation,  was  an  earnest  of  success. 

Thus  we  have  two  distinct  epochs,  in  the  history  of 
our  ancestry,  presented  in  the  space  covered  by  one 
and  a  half  centuries.  The  first,  the  attainment  of 
religious  liberty ;  the  second,  the  acquirement  of  po- 
litical independence. 

From  present  experience,  these  surprising  results  in 
so  short  a  period,  appear  common  place,  as  matter-of- 
course  occurrences ;  but  a  review  of  previous  his- 
tory, shows  them  to  have  been  little  short  of  miracu- 
lous. 

As  we  leave  this  period  and  treat  of  later  gener- 
ations, it  must  be  done  in  the  light  of  surroundings, 
which,  thanks  to  those  who  preceded  us,  has  never  be- 
fore been  equaled  or  approximated  in  any  experience 
which  history  records. 

Whilst  the  two  designated  periods  were  passing, 
energy  and  physical  exertion,  unaided  by  modern  ap- 
pliances, were  the  forces,  necessarily  exerted,  for  sus- 
tenance, and  a  moderate  degree  of  comfort. 

After  the  consumation  of  Independence,  the  broader 
field  of  political  economy,  literature  and  science,  as 
applicable  to  the  development  of  the  various  resources 
abounding  was  opened. 

It  would  seem  in  this  respect,  that  not  only  a  new 
era  had  dawned,  but  that  a  new  people  had  been  cre- 
ated.    Fortunately,  as  a  balance  wheel  in  this  new  de- 
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parture,  the  inherent  Puritan  imprint  of  moral  char- 
acter, and  Christian  principle,  adhered.  May  these 
cardinal  virtues  continue  to  dominate,  so  long  as  their 
origin  is  remembered,  or  a  globule  of  that  ancestral 
blood  remains  to  exert  its  beneficient  influence. 

Captain  Daniel  and  Susanna  Kelsey  Youngs  lived 
with  their  Uncle  Tommy,  at  the  Old  Homestead,  and 
at  his  death  inherited  it  with  the  adjacent  lands  and 
his  farm  on  Cove  Neck. 

He  was  influential  in  public  affairs,  and  was  engaged 
in  many  and  varied  duties,  as  his  book  accounts 
show.  Powerfully  endowed,  physically,  it  is  related 
of  him  that  he  was  a  terror  to  the  Hessian  soldiers 
after  their  first  attempt  to  steal  juice  from  his  cider- 
press. 

His  wife  was  held  in  special  regard  by  three  gener- 
ations of  decendants,  and  her  memory  is  still  revered 
by  a  few  who  are  now  living,  from  personal  knowledge 
of  her  many  estimable  qualities. 

With  her  faculties  but  slightly  impaired,  at  the  great 
age  of  ninety-five  years,  she  continued  the  central  ob- 
ject of  interest  for  a  numerous  family  of  grand,  and 
great-grand-children  until,  without  illness,  she  passed 
to  another  life. 

President  Washington  was  entertained  by  them,  a 
night,  during  his  tour  through  Long  Island.  The 
room  which  he  occupied  is  still  an  object  of  curiosity, 
as  it  is  little  changed  except  in  furniture. 

A  large  glass,  just  as  he  used  it,  is  about  all  that  re- 
mains in  place.  A  few  other  mementoes  are  still  re- 
tained in  the  Homestead. 

They  had  four  children,  Hannah,  Kezia,  Samuel  and 
Daniel. 
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Hannah,  eldest  child  of  Captain  Daniel  and  Susanna 
Kelsey  Youngs,  born  in  1770,  was  married  to  Joseph, 
son  of  Joseph  and  Hannah  Youngs  Townsend,  in  1786. 
This  union  furnishes  the  unusual  coincidence  of  the 
literal  identity  of  names,  of  husband  and  wife,  in  im- 
mediate succeeding  generations. 

He  died  in  1843,  and  his  wife  in  1859.  They  had 
five  children,  Judith,  James;  Susan,  born  in  1796,  died 
unmarried  in  1839;  Daniel  Youngs  and  Mary  Ann. 

Judith,  eldest  child  of  Joseph  and  Hannah  Youngs 
Townsend,  born  in  1787,  was  married  to  James,  son  of 
Arnold  and  Judith  Wooden  Fleet,  and  grand  son  of 
Thomas  and  Deborah  Underbill  Fleet,  in  1815.  They 
had  three  children,  John  J.,  Joseph  T.  and  Arnold. 
The  eldest  son,  John  J.,  born  in  1816,  married  Mary 
E.  Bates,  of  Darien,  Connecticut. 

They  had  five  children,  Susan  Townsend,  Mary  W., 
James,  George  Bates  and  Boswell  C. 

Susan  Townsend,  eldest  child  of  John  J.  and  Mary 
E.  Bates  Fleet,  born  in  1838,  and  Mary  W.,  born  in 
1841,  are  now  living  in  the  City  of  New  York.  James 
Fleet,  born  in  1843,  and  George  Bates,  born  in  1845, 
both  died  unmarried.  Boswell,  born  in  1848,  married 
Clara  A.  Street,  in  1871,  and  died  in  1878. 

His  widow  is  still  living  at  Norwalk,  Connecticut. 
She  had  two  children,  Mellicent  Townsend,  born  in 
1872,  and  Ernest  Crosby,  born  in  1875. 

Joseph  Townsend,  second  son  of  James  and  Judith 
Townsend  Fleet,  born  in  1818,  married  Susanna  T., 
daughter  of  Captain  Daniel  and  Mary  Ann  Townsend 
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Underbill,  in  1849.     He  died  in  1861,  and  his  wife  in 
1866,  at  the  age  of  44  years. 

They  had  two  children,  Samuel  Underhill,  born  in 
1851,  now  living  in  the  City  of  New  York,  unmarried, 
and  Elizabeth  E.,  born  in  1854,  who  was  married  to 
Joshua,  son  of  Samuel  and  Fanny  Cock,  of  Locust 
Valley,  in  1881.     They  have  no  children. 

Aenold,  youngest  son  of  James  and  Judith  Towns- 
end  Fleet,  born  in  1823,  married  Maria  P.,  daughter 
of  Willet  and  Letitia  Seaman,  in  1848 ;  she  died  in 
1886,  at  the  age  of  64  years.  Her  husband,  Arnold, 
died  in  1889,  having  throughout  his  business  life  en- 
joyed the  confidence  and  esteem  of  all  who  knew  him; 
he  was  missed  and  mourned  by  all  of  his  friends  and 
neighbors,  as  an  intelligent,  modest,  kind-hearted, 
honest  man,  whose  absence  left  a  void  which  few  men 
are  qualified  to  fill.  They  had  no  children  by  birth, 
but  an  adopted  daughter,  Mary  A.,  daughter  of  John 
and  Mary  A.  Seaman,  who  was  married  to  William  C. 
Townsend,  of  Locust  Valley,  in  1879. 

They  have  four  children,  Elizabeth  S.,  Arnold  F., 
Robert  C.  and  William  S. 

James,  second  child  of  Joseph,  and  Hannah  Youngs 
Townsend,  born  in  1790,  married  Margaret,  daughter 
of  Isaac  and  Ruth  B.  Underhill,  in  1841.  She  was 
born  in  1821,  and  died  in  1856,  and  her  husband  in 
1861. 

They  had  six  children,  James  Edward,  born  in  1842, 
who  still  lives  at  Oyster  Bay,  on  a  part  of  his  father's 
place  near  the  old  steamboat  dock. 

Joseph,  born  in  1844,  is  married  and  lives  in 
California. 

Daniel,  born  in  1846,  died  in  1877. 

Maeianna,  born  in  1849,  elsewhere  noticed  as  the 
wife  of  Sidney  McCoun. 
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Susan  B.,  born  in  1852. 

Margaeet,  born  in  1856,  died  in  infancy. 

Susan  B.,  fourth  child  of  James  and  Margaret 
Townsend,  was  adopted  by  Joseph  and  Mary  A. 
Ireland,  of  Bridgeport,  Connecticut,  and  assumed  their 
family  name.  She  was  married  in  1874,  to  William 
Wright  Starr,  at  the  home  of  her  adopted  parents  ;  he 
was  born  in  1848. 

They  have  four  children,  Margaret  Townsend,  born 
in  1875 ;  William  Ireland,  born  in  1877 ;  Mary  Amelia 
Avery,  born  in  1880,  and  Susan  Hotchkiss,  born  in 
1882. 

Daniel  Youngs,  fourth  child  of  Joseph  and  Hannah 
Youngs  Townsend,  born  in  1798,  married  Sarah  Titus, 
of  North  Salem,  in  1820. 

They  had  four  children,  Hannah  Maria,  John  Titus, 
born  in  1823,  died  in  infancy,  John  Joseph,  and  Ed- 
ward Mitchell. 

Hannah  Maria,  eldest  child  of  Daniel  and  Sarah 
Titus  Townsend,  born  in  1821,  was  much  esteemed  by 
a  large  circle  of  relatives  and  friends,  for  her  genial, 
dignified,  social  qualities,  intellectual  attainments,  and 
purity  of  character.     She  died  unmarried  in  1853. 

John   Joseph,  third   child  of  Daniel  and  Hamrnh   Sa-r&h 
'i>  &<j    ^    ^o"uftg«  Townsend,  born  in  1825,  married  Catharine 
B.,  daughter  of  Arthur  Bronson,  in  1854. 

They  had  seven  children,  Ann  Eliza;  John  J.;  Char- 
lotte Bronson,  died  in  infancy.  Arthur  Bronson; 
Catharine  Bronson,  died  in  infancy;  Elenor  Beatrice, 
died  in  London,  at  the  age  of  fourteen  years;  and 
Samuel  George  Fitz  Hugh. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  a  letter,  containing 
the  above  family  record,  received  from  John  J.  Towns- 
end,  written  at  the  Hotel  Boyal,  Dieppe,  July  17th, 
1888: 
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"We  are  very  fond  of  this  place,  where  our  windows  look  out 
upon  the  British  Channel.  I  think  I  inherit  a  fondness  for  the 
salt  water  from  a  long  line  of  ancestors  at  Oyster  Bay." 

From  that  place  there  might  have  been  seen,  250 
years  before,  the  vessel  which  conveyed  the  son  of  his 
first  American  ancestor  from  Southwold,  England,  on 
his  way  to  Oyster  Bay. 

The  prominence  which  John  J.  Townsend  attained 
is,  in  a  measure,  shown  by  the  following  obituary: 

(From  the  New  York  Times  of  December  6,  1889 j. 

"  John  Joseph  Townsend,  died  at  his  residence  in  this  city,  yes- 
terday, of  pneumonia,  aged  sixty-five  years. 

Mr.  Townsend  was  born  in  this  city  in  1825,  and  was  a  member 
of  the  Townsend  family  long  settled  at  Oyster  Bay,  Long  Island. 
He  entered  Columbia  College  at  an  early  age,  and  graduated  with 
high  honor  in  the  class  of  '41,  being  but  sixteen  years  of  age  at 
the  time.  After  leaving  college  he  commenced  the  study  of  the 
law,  and  was  admitted  to  practice  at  the  age  of  twenty-one.  He 
was  very  successful  in  his  chosen  profession,  but  of  late  years  he 
retired  from  practice,  and  devoted  a  greater  portion  of  his  time  to 
questions  of  taxation  in  this  city  and  Brooklyn. 

In  early  life  Mr.  Townsend  was  active  in  Whig  and  Republican 
politics,  and  represented  the  Fifteenth  District  in  the  Legislature 
during  the  sessions  of  1850  and  1851,  during  which  time  he  was 
Chairman  of  the  Judiciary  Committee .  He  was  selected  by  Gov- 
ernor Hoffman  in  1872,  as  one  of  the  Commission  of  thirty-two 
eminent  men,  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  a  thorough  revision  of 
the  Constitution,  and  actively  participated  in  the  deliberations  of 
that  body.  For  upward  of  thirty  years  Mr.  Townsend  was  a  man- 
ager of  the  House  of  Refuge,  an  institution  in  which  he  was  deep- 
ly interested.  He  was  also  a  Trustee  of  Columbia  College  and  of 
the  New  York  dispensary,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  w  as  Pres- 
ident of  the  Union  Club. 

While  returning  to  this  country  from  a  European  trip  on  the 
Etruria  he  was  stricken  down  by  pneumonia,  and  when  he  arrived 
at  quarantine  was  in  a  critical  condition.  He  was  at  once  re- 
moved to  his  residence  on  Fifth  avenue,  and  everything  done  for 
his  comfort,  but  the  disease  had  too  firm  a  hold,  and  his  physi- 
cian's efforts  were  unavailing.  Mr.  Townsend  was  married  in 
1854,  to  Catharine  R.,  daughter  of  the  late  Arthur  Bronson,  who, 
with  three  sons  and  a  daughter,  survive  him." 
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Edward  Mitchell,  fourth  child  of  Daniel  Youngs 
and  Sarah  Titus  Townsend,  born  October  7th,  1829, 
married  Belinda  Rockwell. 

They  had  seven  children :  Sanford  Coley,  born  in 
1855,  died  in  1867 ;  Hannah  Maria,  born  in  1856 ; 
Edward  Mitchell,  born  in  1861 ;  Adele,  born  in  1863 ; 
Walter,  born  in  1865,  died  in  1869;  Eobert  Cooper, 
born  in  1869 ;  Howard  Rockwell,  born  in  1871. 

Edward  M.,  married  second  wife,  Sarah  Eliza  Day 
Johnson,  daughter  of  James  I.  Day,  of  New  Orleans. 
They  have  no  issue. 

Hannah  Maria,  second  child  of  Edward  M.  and 
Belinda  Rockwell  Townsend,  was  married  to  Auguste 
Philippe  Montant  in  1883,  issue  two  children,  Marie 
Adele  and  Louis  Townsend. 

Adele,  fourth  child,  married  Frederick  John  Kings- 
bury, Jr.,  in  1886,  issue  one  child,  Ruth,  born  in  1887. 

Mary  Ann,  youngest  child  of  Joseph  and  Hannah 
Youngs  Townsend,  born  in  1803,  was  married  to  Cap- 
tain Daniel,  son  of  Samuel  and  Abigail  Keene  Under- 
bill, in  1821. 

They  had  thirteen  children,  Susanna  Townsend, 
Samuel  Edward,  James  Townsend,  Judith  Townsend, 
Joseph  William,  Daniel  Isaac,  Mary  Amelia,  John 
Fleet,  born  in  1837,  died  in  1838 ;  John  Fleet,  second, 
Albert  H.,  Hannah  Youngs,  Francis  Keene,  and 
Abigail  Keene. 

Samuel,  first  son  of  Captain  Daniel  and  Mary  Ann 
Townsend  Underbill,  born  in  1824,  married  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  Stephen  and  Patience  Bayles,  in  1850; 
she  died  childless  in  1854. 

He  married  his  second  wife,  Mary  J.,  daughter  of 
Willet  and  Letitia  Seaman,  in  1855,  she  died  in  1858, 
leaving  one  child,  Clarence  E.;  another  child,  born  in 
1858,  died  in  infancy. 
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He  married  a  third  wife,  Almira  E.,  daughter  of 
James  and  Matelly  Smith  Craft,  1863;  she  died  in 
1883,  leaving  two  children,  Eleanor  A.,  born  in  1867, 
and  Marian  T.,  born  in  1869,  died  in  1888. 

Clarence  E.,  eldest  child  of  Samuel  and  Mary  J. 
Seaman  Underhill,  born  in  1856,  married  Fanny  H. 
Muddell,  in  1884.  They  have  two  children,  Maude 
Fleet,  born  in  1885,  and  Arthur,  born  in  1887,  died  in 
infancy. 

James  Townsend,  third  child  of  Captain  Daniel  and 
Mary  Ann  Townsend  Underhill,  born  in  1826,  married 
Esther,  daughter  of  Noah  and  Rosanna  U.  Seaman,  of 
Cold  Spring,  Long  Island,  in  1851 ;  she  died  childless 
in  1852. 

He  married  his  second  wife,  Louisa  Matilda  Trutie, 
of  Baracoa,  West  Indies,  in  1858.  She  was  born  in 
1843,  and  died  in  1880,  leaving  four  children,  Louisa 
Emilia,  born  in  1859,  who  was  married  in  1881  to  Dr. 
James  A.,  son  of  James  H.  Hathaway  of  Virginia. 
They  had  two  children,  James  Henry,  born  in  1881, 
died  1882,  and  Harold,  born  in  1883 ;  they  are  now 
living  at  Middleburg,  Virginia. 

Marianna  Natalia,  second  child  of  James  T.  and 
Louisa  Matilda  Trutie  Underhill,  was  born  in  1860  ; 
Antonia  Bicardo,  born  in  1862,  and  Atala  Arcadia, 
born  in  1867,  died  in  1884. 

James  Townsend  Underhill  was  a  shipmaster  in  the 
West  India  trade,  and  died  from  injuries  occasioned 
by  a  storm,  and  was  buried  at  sea  in  1885. 

Judith,  the  fourth  child,  was  born  in  1828,  and  re- 
mains single.  She  lived  with,  and  dutifully  ministered 
to  the  needs  of  her  aged  grand  parents,  Joseph  and 
Hannah  Y.  Townsend,  in  their  declining  years,  and 
now  lives  with  her  sisters,  Mary  Amelia  and  Hannah 
Y.,  and  her  two  brothers,  Joseph  William  and  Albert 
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H.,  at  the  Fleet  Homestead,  which  was  inherited 
through  four  generations  of  the  name,  by  their  nephew 
Samuel  Underbill  Fleet. 

Joseph  William,  fifth  child,  born  in  1831,  and  mar- 
ried Sarah,  daughter  of  B.  Nelson  and  Mary  B.  Mount, 
in  1856,  she  was  born  in  1834. 

They  had  four  children,  Mary  Amelia,  born  in  1856 
Shepard  B.,  born  in  1858,  was  lost  at  sea  in  1884 
William  H.,  born  in  1863;  Margaret  T.,  born  in  1865 
and  Albert,  born  in  1869. 

Margaret  T.,  fourth  child  of  Joseph  W.  and  Sarah 
Nelson  Underbill  was  married  to  Joseph  W.  Elberson, 
in  1889. 

Daniel  Isaac,  sixth  child,  born  in  1833,  served  with 
distinction  in  Second  New  York  Begiment,  Harris 
Light  Cavalry,  during  the  rebellion,  and  died  from  in- 
juries received  whilst  riding  in  Central  Park,  New 
York  City,  in  1868. 

Mary  Amelia,  born  in  1835,  has  remained  unmar- 
ried and  resides  at  the  Fleet  Homestead,  as  above  no- 
ticed. John  Fleet,  eighth  child,  is  previously  noticed. 
John  Fleet  second,  ninth  child,  born  in  1839,  during 
his  early  manhood  was  a  shipmaster  in  the  West  India 
trade.  He  married  Adelia,  daughter  of  Willet  and 
Letitia  Seaman,  in  1867,  she  was  born  in  1836.  They 
have  no  children. 

Albert,  tenth  child,  born  in  1841,  lives  with  his 
sister  as  before  noticed. 

Hannah  Youngs,  eleventh  child,  born  in  1843,  re- 
mains single,  and  now  lives  as  before  noticed. 

Francis  K.,  twelfth  child,  born  1845,  married  Mary 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  I.  Youngs  and  Susan  C.  Whit- 
son,  in  1875.  They  had  two  children,  Herbert  Whit- 
son,  born  in  1876,  and  Wilber  Townsend,  who  was 
born  in  1880,  and  died  in  infancy. 
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They  are  now  residing  in  New  York  City,  where  he 
is  engaged  in  active  mercantile  business. 

Abigail  K.,  thirteenth  child,  born  in  1847.  was  mar- 
ried to  William  A.,  son  of  Isaac  and  Sarah  L.  Phelps 
Hall,  in  1866.  He  was  born  in  1843.  They  had  seven 
children,  Isaac  F.,  born  in  1867,  died  in  infancy ;  Ed- 
ward A.,  born  in  1868  ;  Ida  Louisa,  born  in  1871,  died 
in  infancy;  Arthur  William,  born  in  1873,  died  in 
1878 ;  Agnes  Louise,  born  in  1875,  died  in  infancy  ; 
Florence  Underbill,  born  in  1880,  and  Gilbert  Phelps, 
born  in  1884. 
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- —  Kezia,  second  child  of  Captain  Daniel  and  Susanna 
Kelsey  Youngs,  born  in  1773,  was  married  in  1790,  to 
Major  William,  third  son  of  Honorable  Samuel  and 
Cornelia  Haring  Jones,  at  the  home  of  her  parents, 
the  Youngs'  Homestead,  by  the  Rev.  Andrew  Fowler, 
of  the  Episcopal  Church. 

They  lived  at  South  Oyster  Bay  until  1793,  when  he 
purchased  a  farm,  and  built  the  Jones  Homestead,  on 
the  west  side  of  the  Harbor,  at  Cold  Spring,  L.  I., 
where  they  continued  to  reside.  She  died  in  1847.  A 
mural  tablet  is  erected  to  her  memory  by  her  children 
in  St.  John's  Episcopal  Church,  Cold  Spring,  over 
what  was  then  a  square  pew,  in  the  southeast  corner 
of  the  church,  where  she  had  been  an  habitual  attend- 
ant, and  communicant  since  the  church  was  built. 
-*—  Major  William  Jones,  surviving  his  wife  six  years, 
died  in  1853.  He  had  a  large  circle  of  acquaintance, 
during  his  active  life,  among  whom  were  some  of  the 
most  prominent  men  of  the  State,  and  Nation.  He 
held  many  positions  of  confidence,  and  honor.  He 
was  specially  noted  for  his  fondness  for  thoroughbred 
horses,  with  which  his  stables  were  well  filled,  with 
choice  selections,  which  brought  him  in  close  associa- 
tion with  turfmen  of  high  and  honorable  repute. 

They  had  eight  children,   Samuel  W.,   David    W., 
Cornelia  Haring,    Susan  Maria,  Elbert  W.,  Eleanor, 
Hannah  Amelia  and  Daniel  Youngs. 

Samuel  W.,  eldest  child  of  Major  William  and  Kezia 
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Youngs  Jones,  born  in  1791,  was  a  graduate  of  Union 
College,  Schenectady. 

In  1842  lie  was  elected  Attorney  and  Counsel  of  the 
Corporation  of  Schenectady.  In  1845  he  was  first 
Judge  of  the  County,  and  also  filled  the  office  of  Sur- 
rogate. He  was  a  Vestryman  of  St.  George's  Church, 
Schenectady,  from  1827  to  1850,  when  he  resigned. 
He  married  Maria  Bowers  Duane,  of  Schenectady,  in 
1816. 

He  died  in  New  York  City  in  1855.  His  wife  died 
whilst  on  a  visit  to  her  sister  at  Geneva,  N.  Y.,  in 

1858. 

They  had  seven  children,  James  Duane,  who  died 
young;  William  Samuel,  Henry  Duane,  who  died 
young;  Marianna  Duane,  died  unmarried  in  1887; 
Cornelia,  James  Duane,  second,  M.  D.,  died  1879,  and 
Daniel  Francis,  died  at  the  South  in  1863. 

Coenelia,  fifth  child  of  Samuel  and  Maria  Bowers 
Duane  Jones,  was  married  in  1850,  to  John  Bleecker 
Miller,  of  Utica,  N.  Y.  They  have  three  children, 
Maria  Duane  Bleecker,  John  Bleecker,  and  Cornelia 
Jones,  who  was  married  in  1878,  to  Commander  E.  E. 
Chadwick,  United  States  Navy. 

David  William,  second  child  of  Major  William  and 
Kezia  Youngs  Jones,  was  born  at  Cold  Spring,  in  1793, 
died  in  1877,  married  Dorothy  Adams  in  1822  ;  she 
was  born  in  England  in  1792,  and  died  in  1885.  They 
lived  at  Cold  Spring,  at  the  place  built  by  him,  on  a 
farm  purchased  from  his  father,  where  their  six  chil- 
dren were  born,  viz :  Edmund,  Bobert,  born  in  ]  825, 
died  unmarried  in  1868  ;  David,  Charles,  Elbert  Wil- 
liam and  Kezia,  born  in  1837,  and  died  in  infancy. 

Those  who  knew  David  W.  Jones  intimately,  knew 
him  as  a  gentleman  of  polished  address,  cultivated  in- 
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tellect,  a  close  observer,  with  deliberate  well  matured 
judgment. 

Possessing  an  extensive  knowledge  of  all  general 
subjects  of  local  and  national  importance,  positions  of 
confidence  and  trust  were  often  at  his  disposal.  Evinc- 
ing no  taste  for  official  position  or  other  public  recog- 
nition, all  overtures  in  this  regard  were  uniformly  de- 
clined. He  was  of  that  type  of  men  who,  however 
highly  regarded,  must  be  missed  to  be  fully  appre- 
ciated. As  a  social  companion,  a  genial  host,  and 
general  counselor,  he  is  remembered  and  missed, 
not  only  locally,  but  by  a  large  circle  of  admirers  else- 
where, who  knew  him  personally,  but  knew  him  best 
through  his  published  literary  productions  and  exten- 
sive correspondence. 

Edmund,  eldest  child  of  David  W.  and  Dorothy 
Adams  Jones,  born  in  1824.  He  was  a  shipmaster 
previous  to  the  Rebellion,  when  he  enlisted  as  a  volun- 
teer in  the  United  States  Navy.  He  is  honorably  men- 
tioned in  the  naval  records,  for  bravery  and  daring  as 
acting  master  in  reconnoitering  and  other  dangerous 
exploits,  under  Admiral  Farragut,  preceding  the  cap- 
ture of  New  Orleans,  and  especially  by  Commander 
Mahan,  in  his  work  entitled  "The  Navy  in  the  Civil 
War,  the  Gulf  and  Inland  Waters,"  Vol.  3,  pages  67 
and  72. 

He  now  lives  unmarried  at  Cold  Spring  on  a  part  of 
the  estate  inherited  from  his  father. 

David,  third  child  of  David  W.,  and  Dorothy  Adams 
Jones,  born  in  1828,  married  Julia,  daughter  of  Wil- 
liam and  Maria  Kelsey  Neilson,  in  1870.  They  have 
no  children,  and  reside  at  the  Homestead,  Cold  Spring, 
inherited  from  his  father. 

Charles,  fourth  child  of  David  W.,  and  Dorothy 
Adams  Jones,  born  in   1831,  married  Clara  Forrest, 
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of  Waupun,  Wisconsin,  in  1862.  They  had  four  chil- 
dren, two  of  whom  died  in  infancy  ;  the  others  still 
living  are  Eleanor  Forrest,  born  in  1863 ;  and  Mary 
Dorothy,  born  in  1872. 

Elbert  William,  fifth  child  of  David  W.,  and 
Dorothy  Adam  Jones,  born  in  1834,  married  Margaret 
Hope  Forrest,  of  Waupun,  Wisconsin,  in  1864.  They 
have  two  children,  David  W.,  born  in  1865,  and 
Frederick  Elbert,  born  in  1869. 

These  brothers  reside  at  Waupun  where  they  are 
partners  in  a  successful  mercantile  business.  Their 
wives  were  sisters,  which  intermingling,  gives  them 
more  than  ordinarially  pleasant  family  and  social  rela- 
tions. 

Cornelia  Haring,  third  child  of  Major  William  and 
Kezia  Youngs  Jones,  born  1796,  was  married  to  Gen- 
eral Thomas  Floyd  Jones,  of  Fort  Neck,  South  Oyster 
Bay,  in  1812,  died  in  1839.  General  Thomas  Floyd 
Jones  was  born  in  1788,  and  died  in  1851. 

They  had  four  children,  David  Richard,  William, 
Elbert  and  Sarah  Maria. 

David  Richard,  eldest  child  of  General  Thomas  and 
Cornelia  H.  Floyd  Jones,  born  in  1813,  married  Mary 
Louisa,  daughter  of  George  W.  and  Sally  Morgan 
Stanton,  of  Albany,  N.  Y. 

They  had  seven  children,  Stanton,  deceased;  George 
Stanton,  Thomas  Richard,  deceased;  Mary  Louisa, 
unmarried;  Henrietta,  unmarried;  Sarah  Hall,  unmar- 
ried, and  Thomas  Langley,  deceased. 

George  Stanton,  second  child  of  David  Richard, 
and  Mary  Louisa  Floyd  Jones,  married  Anita,  daugh- 
ter of  Thomas  J.  and  Emilie  R.  Piatt  Owen,  in  1880. 
The  family  reside  at  the  Floyd  Jones  mansion,  Fort 
Neck. 

David  Richard  Floyd  Jones  was  conspicuous  dur- 
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ing  his  whole  life.  His  modest  deportment,  coupled 
with  cultivated  intellect,  refined  taste,  and  unobtrusive 
jet  commanding  manner,  gave  him  the  confidence  of 
all  who  knew  him.  This  confidence  is  evinced  by  the 
many  officers  of  trust,  which  he  was  called  to  assume, 
and  which  was  emphasized  by  the  support  cheerfully 
given  him  by  his  personal  Mends,  regardless  of  politi- 
cal opinions. 

Although  firm  in  his  conviction  of  the  correctness  of 
Democratic  principles,  and  acting  upon  these  convic- 
tions, when  party  lines  were  drawn  upon  matters, 
which  honestly  divided  political  parties,  he  was  in  no 
sense  a  politician,  as  the  term  is  generally  accepted, 
but  a  politician  only  as  subordinate  to  broad  and  hon- 
orable statesmanship. 

He  graduated  from  Union  College  on  attaining  his 
majority  ;  was  elected  a  member  of  Assembly  from 
New  York  City,  1842  and  1843;  State  Senator  in  1845; 
Member  of  Constitutional  Convention,  1846;  Secretary 
of  State  in  1859,  and  Lieutenant  Governor  in  1862. 
In  each  of  these  positions  his  energy,  fidelity  and  hon- 
esty of  purpose  met  the  full  measure  of  expectation, 
and  adorned  the  office  which  he  filled.  Failing  health, 
and,  apparently,  untimely  death,  intervened  to  stay  the 
progress,  so  conspicuously  begun  towards  national 
reputation  which  would  undoubtedly  have  been  his. 

His  social  relations  were  no  less  felicitous.  He  was 
in  every  sense  a  gentleman,  and  what  is  better  still, 
always  a  manly  man. 

WILLIAM,  second  child  of  General  Thomas  and 
Cornelia  H.  Floyd  Jones,  married  Caroline  Amelia,  o^jH 
daughter  of  Robert  Blackwell,  of  New  York  City,  in 
1847.  She  died  in  1886.  His  residence  is  "  Massa- 
pequa,"  a  part  of  the  Floyd  Jones  estate,  inherited  in 
the  family,  from  Major  Thomas  Jones,  and  near  the

site  of  the  original  Jones  residence,  an  historic  man- 
sion, "the  old  brick  house." 

They  had  eight  children,  Fannie,  Robert  Blackwell, 
born  in  1850;  Ella,  Jeannie,  William  Chauncey,  born 
in  1855 ;  Royal  Phelps,  born  in  1859,  Frederick,  born 
in  1860,  and  William,  born  in  1867. 

Fannie,  eldest  child  of  William  and  Caroline  Amelia 
Blackwell  Floyd  Jones,  born  in  1849,  was  married  to 
Charles  D.  Leverich,  in  1870.  They  have  three  chil- 
dren, Carrie  Duncan,  born  in  1875 ;  Mathilde  Gustine, 
born  in  1880,  and  Gertrude  Biker,  born  in  1887. 

Ella,  third  child  of  William  and  Caroline  Amelia 
Blackwell  Floyd -Jones,  born  in  1852,  was  married  to 
William  Carpender,  in  1878. 

They  have  three  children,  Edith,  born  in  1880;  Noel 
Lispenard,  born  in  1882,  and  Jeannie,  born  in  1887. 

Jeannie,  fourth  child  of  William  and  Caroline  Amelia 
Blackwell  Floyd  Jones,  born  in  1853,  was  married  to 
William  Bobison,  in  1880.  They  have  one  child, 
Margaret,  born  in  1881. 

Feedeeick,  seventh  child  of  William  and  Caroline 
Amelia  Blackwell  Floyd  Jones,  born  in  1860,  married 
Florence  L.  Conrow,  in  1882,  who  was  born  in  1863, 
and  died  without  issue  in  1888. 

Elbeet,  third  child  of  General  Thomas  and  Cornelia 
H.  Floyd  Jones,  born  in  1817,  married  Emily  Glent- 
worth,  in  1838.  She  died  in  1845.  They  had  four 
children,  Cornelia,  ^Thomas  George  and  Emily  Glent- 
worth.  He  married  his  second  wife,  Mary  Caroline 
Wigham,    1848.     She   died   in   1867.     They   had    six

bill, born  in  1858;  Edward  Pearsall,  born  in  1860; 
Arthur,  born  in  1862,  and  Elbert,  born  in  1867.  He 
married  his  third  wife,  Martha  A.  Thorne,  in  1869. 
She  died  in  1870.  They  had  one  child  who  died  in 
infancy.  He  married  his  fourth  wife,  Elizabeth  Mor- 
rison Smith,  in  1872.  They  have  no  children.  Their 
place  of  residence  is  at  South  Oyster  Bay,  on  a  por- 
tion of  the  original  Jones'  estate  inherited  from  his 
father,  but  during  the  winter  they  reside  in  New  York 
City. 

Elbert  Floyd  Jones  was  three  times  selected  a 
member  of  Assembly  from  Queens  County. 

Cornelia,  eldest  child  of  Elbert  and  Emily  Glent- 
worth  Floyd  Jones,  born  in  1839,  was  married  to  R. 
V.  W.  Thorne,  Jr.,  in  1857.  They  have  one  child, 
Ellen  Cox,  born  in  1859,  who  was  married  to  Frank 
Washburn,  Jr.,  in  1881.  They  have  one  child,  Mar- 
gareite  Glentworth,  born  in  1882. 

Thomas,  second  child  of  Elbert  and  Emily  Glent- 
worth Floyd  Jones,  born  in  1841,  married  Julia 
Haines,  in  1870.  They  have  three  children,  Maud 
Glentworth,  born  in  1872;  Thomas  Linton,  born  in 
1875,  and  Grace,  born  in  1879. 

George,  third  child  of  Elbert  and  Emily  Glentworth 
Floyd  Jones,  born  in  1842,  married  Antoinette  Wood, 
1865.  They  had  three  children,  George,  born  in  1865, 
died  in  infancy ;  Emily  Glentworth,  born  in  1869,  died 
in  infancy,  and  Glentworth,  born  in  1876,  died  in 
1890. 

Emily  Glentworth,  fourth  child  of  Elbert  and 
Emily  Glentworth  Floyd  Jones,  born  in  1845,  was 
married  to  Howard  Malcolm  Giles,  in  1869.  They  had 
six  children,  Clara  Butler,  born  in  1869,  died  in  1878 ; 
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Robert  Malcolm,  born  in  1875;  died  in  infancy;  John 
Randolph,  born  in  1876 ;  Howard  Glentworth,  born  in 
1879;  Gertrude  Evelyn,  born  in  1881,  died  in  infancy, 
and  Lillian  VVillard,  born  in  1885. 

Sarah  Maria,  youngest  child  of  General  Thomas 
and  Cornelia  Floyd  Jones,  born  in  1818,  and  was 
married  to  Coleman  Williams,  of  Yirginia,  in  1854. 
Their  residence  is  on  a  portion  of  the  original  Jones' 
estate,  at  South  Oyster  Bay,  but  they  spend  the  win- 
ters at  their  city  house  in  New  York.  They  have  an 
only  son,  Coleman  Gandy  Williams,  born  in  1858,  who 
resides  with  his  parents. 

Susan  Maria,  fourth  child  of  Major  William  and 
Keziah  Youngs  Jones,  was  married  to  James  H.,  son 
of  James  and  Miriam  Doughty  Weeks,  in  1818.  They 
resided  at  Oyster  Bay,  where  their  only  child  William 
Jones,  was  born,  until  1828,  when  they  removed  to 
Yaphank,  Suffolk  County,  where  they  continued  dur- 
ing their  lives,  and  were  buried  there  in  the  yard  of 
St.  Andrew's  Episcopal  Church,  which  was  built  by 
their  exertions,  on  land  donated  by  them. 

William  Jones,  only  child  of  James  H.  and  Susan 
Maria  Jones  Weeks,  married  Mary,  daughter  of  Archi- 
bald Croswell,  of  Gilboa,  N.  Y.  They  had  twelve  chil- 
dren, Susan  Maria,  who  died  in  infancy;  Archibald 
Croswell,  Susan  Amelia,  James  Edward,  William  Jones, 
died  in  infancy ;  Harry  Croswell,  died  in  infancy ; 
Harriet  Paige,  Clara  Winslow,  Julia  Elizabeth,  Francis 
William,  died  in  1884 ;  Laura  Antoinette  and  Reginald 
Constantine. 

William  Jones  Weeks  graduated  from  Yale  College 
in  1844.  During  his  college  course  he  was  considered 
one  of  the  foremost  athletes  in  the  institution,  and  led 
the  foot  ball  team  for  a  time.  During  the  holiday  va- 
cation in  the  winter  of  1842,  instead  of  visiting  his 
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home,  he  decided  to  walk  to  Boston,  140  miles  away. 
There  was  considerable  snow  on  the  ground  at  the 
time,  but,  accompanied  by  a  single  companion,  he  set 
forth ;  but  his  friend  dropped  out  before  Hartford  had 
been  reached,  so  he  continued  the  journey  alone. 
After  taking  in  Boston,  Charlestown  and  Bunker  Hill, 
he  returned  to  New  Haven  by  way  of  Providence,  cov- 
ering, on  the  last  day's  walk  back  to  College,  thirty- 
five  miles  in  nine  hours. 

He  is  credited  with  having  organized  the  first  boat 
club  in  Yale  College.  He.  bought  a  Whitehall  boat, 
19  feet  long,  in  New  York  City,  and  took  it  with  him 
to  New  Haven,  and  induced  six  of  his  classmates  to 
join  him  in  forming  a  club.  This  was  in  1843.  The 
boat  was  named  the  "  Pioneer,"  and  the  club  was 
known  as  the  Pioneers. 

Up  to  this  date,  January  12th,  1891,  he  has  been  for 
sixty-eight  years  strictly  a  "  cold  water  man,"  never 
having  used  tea,  coffee  or  spirituous  liquors,  nor  to- 
bacco in  any  form,  and  has  never  felt  the  desire  nor 
need  of  these  stimulants.  The  following  challenge, 
which  has  been  extensively  published,  and  not  yet  ac- 
cepted, indicates  his  present  condition  of  health  and 
activity : 

"The  undersigned,  being  about  70  years  of  age,  hereby  chal- 
lenges any  person  of  the  same  age,  or  upward,  to  compete  with 
him  in  skating  from  50  to  500  miles,  and  will  accept  a  handicap  of 
twenty  rods  for  every  mile.  He  also  challenges  any  person  in  the 
world,  irrespective  of  age,  to  compete  with  him  in  delineating  on 
ice,  by  skating,  the  capital  letters  of  the  alphabet,  in  forming  the 
name  of  any  person,  place  or  thing,  or  any  sentence  in  the  Eng- 
lish language.

Eleanor,  sixth  child  of  Major  William  and  Keziah 
Youngs  Jones,  born  in  1805,  was  married  to  William 
Sidney   Smith,   eldest  son  of  William  and    Hannah 
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Phenix  Smith,  of  Longwood,  Suffolk  County,  in  1823. 
They  had  ten  children,  William  Henry,  Elbert  Jones, 
Charles  Jeffery,  Robert  Russell,  Amelia,  Sidney  Tan- 
gier, James  Weeks,  John  Treadwell,  Susan  Maria 
Weeks,  and  Apollos.  The  three  first  were  born  at 
the  home  of  their  grandparents  at  Cold  Spring,  and  all 
of  the  others  at  the  Smith  family  mansion  at  Long- 
wood. 

William  Henry,  eldest  child  of  William  Sidney  and 
Eleanor  Jones  Smith,  born  in  1824,  married  first  Alice, 
daughter  of  Miles  White,  of  New  York  City,  in  1854, 
and  second,  Jean  M.  Berrien,  in  1881.  They  had  no 
children.  He  died  in  1890.  His  widow  now  resides 
at  Bell  Port,  Suffolk  County,  L.  I. 

Elbert  Jones,  second  son  of  William  Sidney  and 
Eleanor  Jones  Smith,  born  in  1826,  graduated  at  Yale 
College,  in  1847,  and  married  Alma  Annette,  daughter 
of  Rev.  Asa  Smith,  and  Lydia  Kingsbury  Allen  at 
Stockton,  California,  in  1863.  He  died  at  Berkeley, 
Alameda  County,  CaL,  in  1884.  His  widow  is  still 
living,  and  resides  in  Berkeley,  Cal.  They  had  four 
children,  William  Sidney,  born  in  Stockton,  CaL,  in 
1864,  who  died  there  of  diphtheria,  in  1867 ;  Lydia 
Kingsbury,  born  in  1866;  Robert  Russell,  born  at 
Stockton,  in  1870,  and  Thomas  Allen,  born  at  Napa 
City,  CaL,  in  1873,  are  living  with  their  mother. 

Charles  Jeffery,  third  son  of  William  Sidney  and 
Eleanor  Jones  Smith,  was  born  at  Cold  Spring,  L.  I., 
in  1828,  and  married  Julia  Spaulding,  daughter  of 
Anson  Russell  and  Harriet  Rugg  Spaulding,  of  West- 
minster, Mass.,  at  the  residence  of  her  sister,  Mrs. 
Andrew  B.  Derby,  at  Petaluma,  CaL,  in  1864.  He 
died  suddenly  by  a  cloudburst  at  his  sheep  ranch,  near 
Plainsburg,  Merced  County,  CaL,  in  1880.  They  had 
five  children,  Geoffery  Tangier,  born  at  San  Francisco, 
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Cal.,  in  1864 ;  Elbert  Haring,  born  at  San  Francisco, 
CaL,  in  1866 ;  William  Sidney,  born  at  Stockton,  Cal., 
in  1869;  Jnlia  Rugg,  born  at  Stockton,  CaL,  in  1871, 
and  Amelia  Smith,  born  at  Stockton,  CaL,  in  1874. 

Robert  Russell,  fourth  son  of  William  Sidney  and 
Eleanor  Jones  Smith,  born  at  Longwood,  in  1829; 
married  Cornelia,  daughter  of  Henry  and  Cornelia 
Kelsey  Thorne,  formerly  of  Lakeville,  L.  L,  at  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Flatbush,  in  1875.  He  died  at  Long- 
wood,  in  1885,  and  was  buried  there  in  the  family 
cemetery.  They  had  three  children,  William  Henry 
Tangier  born  at  Longwood,  in  1877,  and  died  there  in 
1879 ;  Helen  Tangier,  born  in  1880,  and  William  Sid- 
ney, born  in  1883.  They  now  reside  with  their  mother 
at  the  family  mansion,  Longwood. 

Amelia,  fifth  child,  and  first  daughter  of  William 
Sidney  and  Eleanor  Jones  Smith,  was  born  at  Long- 
wood,  in  1832.  She  has  remained  single  and  has  al- 
ways resided  at  the  place  of  her  birth. 

Sidney  Tangier,  sixth  child  of  WTilliam  Sidney  and 
Eleanor   Jones   Smith,  born   at   Longwood,  in   1834,    \  f\ 
married   Edith,    daughter   of  Philip  Rhinelander/and  f  (T 

Frances  Blackwell  Robert,  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  ^ 
Trinity,  Brooklyn,  L.  I.,  in  1865,  and  were  confirmed 
n  the  Episcopal  Church  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Potter, 
iof  the  diocese  of  New  York,  in  1870.  They  have  two 
children,  Eleanor  Jones,  born  in  1866,  and  Henry 
Youngs,  born  in  1867;  they  were  both  baptized  and 
confirmed  in  the  Episcopal  Church,  New  York  City, 
where  the  family  now  resides. 

James  Weeks,  seventh  child  of  William  Sidney  and 
Eleanor  Jones  Smith,  was  born  at  Longwood,  in  1836, 
is  unmarried  and  now  resides  with  his  sister-in-law 
and  sister  at  the  place  of  his  birth. 

John   Treadwell,  eighth  child  of  William  Sidney, 
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and  Eleanor  Jones  Smith,  was  born  in  1838,  and 
married  Emilie  Marguerite,  daughter  of  Isaac  Peter 
and  Julia  Langlois,  Perritt-Gentil  at  Prairie-du-Chien, 
Wisconsin,  in  1872.  They  have  five  children,  Edith 
Susan,  born  in  1875,  Amelia  Treadwell,  born  in  1877, 
Julia  Jones,  born  in  1880,  Clara  Forrest,  born  in 
1884,  and  Emilie  Marguerite,  born  in  1890.  These 
were  all  baptized  and  confirmed  in  the  Episcopal 
Church  at  Beaver  Dam,  Wis.,  where  the  family  now 
resides. 

Susan  Makia  Weeks,  ninth  child,  was  born  at 
Longwood,  in  1840.  She^married  to  Rev.  Hamilton 
Bishop,  son  of  Obadiah  and  Jane  Yan  Wyck  Holmes, 
at  Longwood,  in  1867.  They  have  no  children,  and 
now  reside  at  Moriches,  Suffolk  County,  L.  I.,  where 
Mr.  Holmes  is  established  as  pastor  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church. 

Appollos,  tenth  child  of  William  Sidney  and 
Eleanor  Jones  Smith,  was  born  at  Longwood,  in  1844, 
and  married  Caroline  Russell,  daughter  of  Asa 
Cook  and  Caroline  Field  Brownell,  at  Brooklyn,  L.  I., 
in  1877.  They  had  five  children,  Hamilton  Holmes, 
born  in  1878,  died  in  1879 ;  Eleanor  Sidney,  born  in 
Brooklyn,  in  1880  ;  Russell  Brownell,  born  in  Brook- 
lyn, 1883 ;  Royal  Hunt,  born  in  1885  ;  and  Miriam 
Tangier,  born  in  1890.  The  family  is  now  living  at 
Hempstead,  L.  I. 

All  of  the  members  of  the  family  of  William  Sidney 
and  Eleanor  Jones  Smith,  were  baptized  members  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  except  in  the  instances 
specially  noticed. 

William  Sidney  Smith  was  left  an  orphan  at  an 
early  age.  From  eight  years  old  to  his  majority,  he 
was  under  the  care  of  guardians,  near  relatives  of  his 
deceased  parents.     He  inherited  a  large  landed  estate, 
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"  Longwood,"   a   part  of  St.  George's  Manor,  Suffolk 
County,  L.  I. 

Soon  after  his  marriage  he  settled  permanently  on 
his  estate  in  the  family  mansion  at  "  Longwood,"  which 
had  been  recently  renovated,  after  the  twenty  years' 
necessary  absence  of  its  owner.  Although  remote 
from  neighbors,  by  reason  of  his  large  land  holdings, 
which  kept  all  others  at  a  distance,  this  home  was  a 
social  center  where  a  generous  hospitality  was  dis- 
pensed alike  to  the  exalted  and  the  lowly,  through  a 
period  longer  than  the  alluLtud  lifetime  of  man^-     ^^uLct^-y 

Besides  the  cares  of  private  business,  public  matters  & 
engaged  much  of  his  time.  He  was  several  times  Su- 
pervisor of  the  Town  of  Brookhaven,  fifteen  years 
Treasurer  of  Suffolk  County,  and  for  three  terms  its 
Representative  in  the  State  Legislature,  besides, 
numerous  local  offices  which  were  frequently  imposed 
upon  him. 

In  all  of  the  varied  duties  of  life  he  was  nobly  sus- 
tained and  assisted  by  his  amiable  and  accomplished 
wife. 

"  As  husband,  father,  brother,  friend  and  neighbor, 
he  fulfilled  each  relation  with  fidelity  to  his  God  in  the 
various  trusts  committed  to  him." 

This  quotation  is  the  tribute  paid  him  by  his  wife  in 
her  graphic  and  polished  mementoes  of  the  (their) 
golden  wedding,  which  occurred  in  1873. 

Hannah  Amelia,  seventh  child  of  Major  William 
and  Keziah  Youngs  Jones,  born  in  1807,  was 
married  to  Rev.  Samuel  Seabury,  D.  D.,  son  of  Rev. 
Charles,  and  grandson  of  Rt.  Rev.  Samuel  Seabury, 
D.  D.,  first  Bishop  of  Connecticut,  and  in  the  Church 
in  the  United  States  of  America,  in  1835.  He  wTas 
editor  of  the  "  Churchman,"  1833-1849  ;  Rector  of  the 
Church   of   the   Annunciation,  1838-1868 ;   and  from 
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1862  Professor  of  Biblical  learning,  and  interpretation 
of  Scripture/,  at  the  General  Theological  Seminary, 
New  York  City,  where  he  died,  in  1872,  at  the  age 
of  71  years.  His  wife  died  in  1852.  They  had  five 
children:  William  Jones,  Susan  Maria,  born  1838, 
died  in  infancy;  Kezia  Mary,  and  Ellen  Amelia. 

William  Jones,  eldest  child  of  Bev.  Samuel  and 
Hannah  Amelia  Jones  Seabury,  born  in  1837,  married 
Alice  Yan  Wyck,  daughter  of  Thomas  Marston  and 
Mary  Susan  Saltonstall  Beare,  in  1868.  He  graduated 
from  Columbia  College,  in  1856  ;  studied  law  and  was 
admitted  to  the  New  York  Bar  in  1858  ;  entered  the 
General  Theological  Seminary  in  1864,  graduating  in 
1866 ;  and  being,  in  that  year,  ordained  Deacon  and 
Priest;  was  assistant  at  the  Church  of  the  Annuncia- 
tion until  called  in  1868,  to  its  rectorship,  which  he 
now  holds ;  having  been  also  since  1873,  Professor  of 
Ecclesiastical  Polity  and  Law  in  the  General  Theologi- 
cal Seminary. 

They  have  five  children,  Susan  Saltonstall,  born  in 
1869 ;  Samuel  Seabury,  born  in  1873 ;  Lydia  Winthrop, 
born  in  1874  ;  Muriel  Gurdon,  born  in  1875,  and  Wil- 
liam Marston,  born  in  1878. 

Keziah,  third  child  of  Bev.  Samuel  and  Hannah 
Amelia  Jones  Seabury,  born  in  1842,  was  married  to 
James,  son  of  Bobert  and  Harriet  Strong  Weeks,  in 
1862.  He  was  born  in  1836.  They  had  six  children, 
Edwin  Carnes,  born  in  1864 ;  William  Seabury,  born 
in  1866,  died  in  1868  ;  Amelia,  born  in  1869  ;  Bobert 
Doughty,  born  in  1872  ;  James,  born  in  1874,  and 
Louis  Seabury,  born  in  1881. 

Maey,  fourth  child  of  Bev.  Samuel  and  Hannah 
Amelia  Jones  Seabury,  born  in  1845,  was  married  to 
Bev.  Henry  Ainsworth  Parker,  in  1870.  He  was  a 
graduate  of  Harvard  College  1862,  and  General  The- 
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ological  Seminary  1867.  They  had  seven  children, 
Samuel  Seabury,  born  in  1871,  died  in  infancy;  Wil- 
liam Ains worth,  born  in  1874  ;  Ellen  Seabury,  born  in 
1876,  died  in  infancy ;  Gurdon  Saltonstall,  born  in 
1878  ;  Stanley  Brampton,  born  in  1881 ;  Henry  Sea- 
bury, born  in  1882,  and  Reginald  Parker,  born  in 
1887. 

Ellen  Amelia,  fifth  child  of  Eev.  Samuel  and  Han- 
nah Amelia  Jones  Seabury,  born  in  1847,  was  married 
to  Rev.  Charles  W.  Ward,  in  1871,  and  died  in  1872. 
Her  husband  died  in  1887,  at  the  age  of  39  years. 
They  left  one  child,  Charles  Seabury,  born  in  1872. 
This  orphan  son,  since  his  father's  death,  has  had  the 
equivalent  of  parental  care  in  his  uncle,  James  Weeks' 
family.  He  inherits  the  amiability  of  his  mother, 
coupled  with  the  vigorous  intellectual  endowment  of 
his  father,  and  gives  promise  to  fill  in  good  measure 
the  void  produced  by  the  seemingly  untimely  death  of 
his  parents. 

A  remarkable  instance  of  similarity  is  found  in  the 
four  daughters  of  Major  William  and  Keziah  Youngs 
Jones.  Any  notice  of  one  will,  with  slight  exceptions, 
apply  to  all.  All  of  them  were  eminently  qualified,  by 
inherent  virtues  and  early  training,  for  wives  and 
mothers.  All  of  them  attained  to  this  state.  A  brief 
paragraph  will  indicate  the  result,  but  brief  as  it  may 
be,  it  is  a  paragraph  of  momentous  import.  All  of 
their  numerous  descendants  are  baptized  church  mem- 
bers. With  few  exceptions,  all  of  them  of  adult  age 
are  communicants,  and  all  of  their  characters  comport 
well  with  their  Christian  professions.  This  result  is 
enough  to  show  what  they  were  in  every  relation  of 
life. 

Daniel  Youngs,  eighth  and  youngest  child  of  Major 
William    and   Keziah   Youngs   Jones,    born  in  1809, 
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married  Eliza  Hall,  of  Cold  Spring,  L.  I.,  in  1848. 
They  had  five  children,  three  of  whom  died  in  infancy. 
Their  eldest  daughter,  Keziah  Jones,  was  married  to 
Henry  F.  Aldworth,  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  in  1872. 
They  have  four  children  living :  Daniel  Jones,  born 
in  1873 ;  Henry  Francis,  born  in  1875  ;  Eosetta  Bax- 
ter, born  in  1878,  and  Eliza,  born  in  1885.  The  fourth 
daughter,  Alice,  was  married  to  Harris  Dobell  Baker, 
of  Flushing,  L.  I.,  in  1883  ;  they  have  no  children. 

Daniel  Youngs  Jones  inherited,  in  a  large  measure, 
his  father's  taste  for  horses,  and  was  actively  engaged 
with  him,  in  breeding  and  developing  thoroughbreds 
for  the  track.  More  recently  his  attention  was  spe- 
cially given  to  roadsters.  His  judgment,  in  judicious 
admixtures,  of  blood,  has  resulted  in  producing  many 
animals  of  repute  in  the  trotting  calendar,  nota- 
bly Lady  Emma,  and  her  offspring,  Pearsall.  In  ad- 
vanced age  he  retains  his  youthful  fondness  for  the 
noble  animal,  whilst  his  judgment,  matured  by  experi- 
ence, gives  him  conceded  authority  among  turfmen. 
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Samuel,  third  child  of  Daniel  and  Susanna  Kelsey 
Youngs,  was  born  in  1777,  and'  married  Hannah, 
daughter  of  John  and  Margery  Tobias  Fleet,  of  Oyster 
Bay  Cove,  in  1800.  They  had  four  children,  Sally  E., 
Sally  E.  (second),  John  Fleet  and  Margery  Fleet. 

The  first  of  these  died  in  infancy,  and  John  Fleet 
Youngs  at  the  age  of  6  years. 

Hannah  Fleet,  wife  of  Samuel  Youngs,  died  in 
1814,  at  the  age  of  32  years. 

Samuel  again  married  in  1815,  Phebe,  daughter  of 
James  Reynolds,  of  Oyster  Bay,  formerly  of  Putnam 
County,  N.  Y.  They  had  two  children,  David  Jones 
and  Hannah. 

At  the  time  of  his  first  marriage,  his  great  uncle, 
Thomas  Youngs,  gave  to  Samuel,  a  farm  on  Cove 
Neck,  on  the  south  part  of  which  he  built  a  house 
where  he  always  after  resided. 

The  place  has  always  been  designated,  "  Over  the 
Brook,"  from  the  circumstance  that  the  mill  stream, 
known  as  Howard's  Brook,  intervened  between  that 
and  his  father's  residence. 

Makgeky  Fleet,  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Hannah 
Fleet  Youngs,  born  in  1808,  was  married  in  1825  to 
Elbert  Haring  Jones,  born  in  1773. 

They  had  thirteen  children,  Elbert  Haring,  Susan 
Cornelia,  George  Washington,  Samuel  Youngs,  Sarah 
Eliza,  William  E.,  Thomas  E.,  John  J.,  twins,  died  in 
infancy;  Eleanor  Turk,  Frederick  Francis,  Marianna 
Francis,  twins  who  died  in  infancy,  and  Samuel 
Seabury. 
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Elbeet  Haring,  first  child  of  Elbert  H.  and  Mar- 
gery E.  Youngs  Jones,  born  in  1827,  enlisted  in  the 
Harris  Light  Cavalry,  2d  New  York,  soon  after  the 
outbreak  of  the  rebellion,  and  died  in  the  service  in 
1862. 

Susan  Cornelia,  second  child  of  Elbert  H.  and  Mar- 
gery E.  Youngs  Jones,  born  in  1828,  was  married  to 
Elijah,  son  of  Captain  Elijah  Peck,  of  Flushing,  L.  I., 
1847.  She  died  in  1852,  her  husband  in  1856,  at  the 
age  of  31  years.  They  had  three  children,  Julia; 
Cornelia  and  Erancis,  died  in  infancy. 

Julia  C,  daughter  of  Elijah  and  Susan  Jones  Peck, 
was  married  to  John  H.,  son  of  John  H.  and  Martha 
B.  Dodge  Tredwell,  of  Port  Washington,  L.  I.,  in 
1869. 

They  had  four  children,  Margaret  U.,  born  1870, 
Emma  A.,  born  1874,  died  in  infancy,  Martha  D.,  born 
in  1876,  and  Henry  Edmund,  born  in  1877.  They  are 
pleasantly  located  on  the  family  estate  at  Port  Wash- 
ington, where  they  have  always  resided. 

George  Washington,  third  child  of  Elbert  H.,  and 
Margery  E.  Youngs  Jones,  born  in  1830,  died  unmar- 
ried, in  1854. 

Samuel  Youngs  Jones,  fourth  child,  born  in  1832, 
died  unmarried,  in  1858. 

Sarah  Eloise,  fifth  child,  born  in  1834,  died  in 
1850. 

William  E.,  sixth  child,  born  in  1836,  died  unmar- 
ried in  1883. 

Thomas  E.,  seventh  child,  born  in  1838,  is  some- 
where in  the  West,  locality  not  known. 

John  Jay,  eighth  child,  born  in  1840,  remains  single 
and  lives  in  New  York  City.  Twins  died  in  infancy,  in 
1841. 

Eleanor  Turk,  tenth  child  of  Elbert  H.  and  Mar- 
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gery  Fleet  Youngs,  born  in  1842,  was  married  to  James 
M.  Burtis,  of  Oyster  Bay,  in  1862.  They  have  three 
children,  James  Monroe,  born  1865;  Margery  Jones, 
born  in  1867 ;  and  Susan  Cornelia,  born  in  1873 ;  they 
are  all  now  living  in  New  York  City. 

Frederick  Francis,  eleventh  child,  born  in  1844, 
resides  in  California. 

Marianna  Frances,  twin  sister  of  Frederick  Francis, 
born  in  1844,  was  married  to  Alfred  S.,  son  of  Alfred 
and  Sally  Clifford  Jewell,  of  South  Hampton,  New 
Hampshire.  They  had  three  children,  Adelaid  Clif- 
ford, born  in  1873,  Margery  Youngs,  born  in  1875,  and 
Edith  Jones,  born  in  1882,  died  in  infancy.  The  fam- 
ily now  live  at  the  above  named  place. 

Samuel  Seabury,  youngest  child,  born  in  1846,  mar- 
ried Maud  Matthews,  in  1877.  They  had  three  chil- 
dren, Elbert  Haring,  born  in  1880,  and  died  the  same 
year ;  Beatrice  Cleaveland,  born  in  1882,  and  Natalie 
Rathbone,  born  in  1887.  Samuel  Seabury  Jones,  is  a 
prominent  physician  in  New  York  City,  and  is  now 
with  his  family,  residing  at  809  Lexington  avenue. 

David  Jones,  eldest  child  of  Samuel  and  Phebe 
Reynolds  Youngs,  born  in  1818,  and  married  Cor- 
nelia, daughter  of  Dr.  James  C.  Townsend,  of  Latting- 
town,  in  1847.  They  had  five  children,  Samuel,  Annie 
Townsend,  who  died  in  infancy,  James  Townsend, 
Eleanor  Smith  and  Cornelia  Townsend. 

Samuel,  son  of  David  J.  and  Cornelia  Townsend 
Youngs,  born  in  1848,  is  unmarried  and  resides  in 
New  York  City. 

James  Townsend,  third  child  of  David  J.  and  Cor- 
nelia Townsend  Youngs,  born  in  1851,  was  an  Archi- 
tect by  profession,  in  which  he  gave  early  promise  of 
extraordinary  ability,  but  died  unmarried,  at  the  be- 
ginning of  his  business  career,  1885. 
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Eleanor  Smith,  fourth  child,  noticed  elsewhere  as 
the  wife  of  William  Jones  Youngs. 

Cornelia  Townsend,  youngest  child  of  David  J.  and 
Cornelia  T.  Youngs,  was  born  in  1860,  and  was  mar- 
ried in  1879  to  the  Rev.  George  R.,  son  of  John  T.  and 
Ellen  Burtis  Van  De  Water,  of  Flushing,  L.  I.,Tm 
'JLGffi.  Whilst  he  was  Rector  of  Christ's  Church,  Oyster 
Bay,  he  accepted  a  call  to  St.  Luke's  Church,  Brook- 
lyn, and  is  now  Rector  of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Har- 
lem, New  York  City.  In  all  of  these  positions  his  la- 
bors have  been  remarkably  successful  and  although 
still  young,  he  has  attained  to  prominence  in  the  dio- 
cese of  New  York,  where  prominence  means  sincerity, 
energy  and  a  high  order  of  intellectual  ability.  They 
have  no  children  by  birth,  but  have  recently  adopted  a 
son,  Arthur,  who  gives  promise  of  proving  worthy  of 
his  adopted  parentage. 

David  Jones  Youngs  was  for  many  years  a  Vestry- 
man, and  up  to  the  time  of  his  death,  a  Warden  in 
Christ  Church,  Oyster  Bay.  A  mural  tablet,  designed 
by  his  son,  James  T.,  is  erected  in  the  Church  edifice 
to  his  memory;  purity  of  character  and  unblemished 
record  were  eminently  his. 

Hannah,  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Phebe  Reynolds 
Youngs,  was  born  at  Oyster  Bay  Cove,  "  Over  the 
Brook,"  in  1820.  She  was  married  to  Roger  Anketell, 
in  1855.  He  was  born  in  1827,  at  Dingillick,  County 
Monaghan,  Ireland,  was  educated  at  the  Royal  School, 
Dungannon,  and  was  graduated  from  Trinity  College, 
Dublin.  He  came  to  America,  in  1851,  and  resided  at 
Oyster  Bay  until  the  time  of  his  marriage.  They  re- 
moved to  Newark,  N.  J.,  for  a  time,  and  returned  to 
Oyster  Bay,  in  1860.  In  1861,  they  went  to  Delafield, 
Wisconsin,  where  the  widow  now  resides.     He  died  in 
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1886,  whilst  on  a  visit  to  his  sons  at  Campbell,  Min- 
nesota.    They  had  six  children. 

•  Margaret,  eldest  daughter  of  Koger  and  Hannah 
Youngs  Anketell,  was  born  in  1856,  at  Newark,  N.  J. 

Hannah  Maria  Townsend,  the  second  daughter,  was 
born  in  1857,  at  Newark,  N.  J. 

Alfred  Youngs,  the  eldest  son,  was  born  in  1859,  at 
Newark,  N.  J. 

Jane  Kerr,  the  third  daughter,  was  born  in  1860,  at 
Oyster  Bay,  L.  I. 

Louis,  second  son,  was  born  in  1861,  at  Delafield, 
Wisconsin. 

Margery  Jones,  the  fourth  daughter,  was  born  in 
1863,   at  Delafield,  Wisconsin.     She  was  married  in 

1887,  to  Benjamin  Grant  Edgerton,  of  Oconomonoc, 
Wisconsin,  by  the  Bev.  Mr.  Adams,  D.  D.,  and  the 
Bev.  George  G.  Carter,  D.  D.,  in  St.  Sylvanus  Chapel, 
Nashotah,  Wisconsin.  They  have  one  son  born  at 
Delafield,  in  1888.  The  other  five  children  of  Boger 
and  Hannah  Anketell  are  yet  unmarried  and  all  live  at 
Campbell,  Minnesota,  with  the  exception  of  Jane  Kerr, 
who  has  always  resided  with  her  mother  at  Delafield, 
Wisconsin,  as  did  Margery  Jones,  until  her  marriage. 
All  of  the  members  of  their  family  were  baptized,  in 
early  infancy,  in  the  Episcopal  Church  at  their  respec- 
tive places  of  birth.  All  of  them  bear  a  high  grade  of 
character,  and  are  held  in  esteem  by  all  who  know 
them. 
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Daniel,  fourth  and  youngest  child  of  Captain 
Daniel  and  Susanna  Kelsey  Youngs,  born  in  1783, 
married  Maria,  daughter  of  John  Baker,  in  1815.  She 
died  in  1864.     He  died  at  the  age  of  90  years  in  1884. 

They  had  eight  children,  Daniel  Kelsey,  William 
Jones,  Thomas,  Susan  Maria,  Charles,  died  in  infancy; 
John  Baker,  born  in  1829,  died  in  1832 ;  Henry,  born 
in  1835,  died  in  infancy,  and  Elizabeth,  born  in  1836, 
died  in  infancy. 

Daniel  Youngs  was  a  prosperous  farmer,  and  in 
early  life  took  much  interest  in  blood  stock,  horses, 
cattle  and  sheep.  There  are  three  silver  cups  and 
several  spoons  which  he  received  as  premiums  on  Dur- 
ham cattle,  awarded  him  at  a  fair  held,  at  the  Court 
House,  Queens  County,  in  1822.  Some  of  the  off- 
spring of  the  first  importations  by  Hon.  Rufus  King. 

He  was  many  years  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  was 
familiarly  known  as  the  Esquire.  He  was  eminently  a 
man  of  peace,  and  a  safe  counsellor  in  neighborhood 
differences.  His  books  of  record  as  Justice,  show  that 
nearly  all  cases  of  complaint  were  amicably  settled  by 
his  advice.  The  largest  amount  of  fees,  from  his  ju- 
dicial office,  in  any  one  year,  was  five  dollars. 

Daniel  Kelsey,  eldest  child  of  Daniel  and  Maria 
Baker  Youngs,  born  in  1817,  married  Sarah  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  Daniel  and  Frances  Wortman  Smith,  of 
Centre  Island,  Oyster  Bay,  in  1850.  She  was  born  in 
1823. 

Sarah  Elizabeth  Smith  Youngs  is  a  descendant  of 
the  Historic  Captain  John  and  Helena  Kruger  Under- 
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Kill,  formerly  of  Warwickshire,  England,  and  last  of 
Matinecock.  Oyster  Bay.  They  were  her  ancestors, 
seven  generations  removed.  She  is  also  a  descendant 
of  Major  Thomas  and  Freelove  Townsend  Jones,  of 
South  Oyster  Bay.  the  first  of  the  Jones'  name  there. 
They  were  her  ancestors,  six  generations  removed. 

At  Centre  Island  (formerly  Hog  Island),  the  place 
of  her  birth,  her  father  owned  a  farm  inferior  to  none 
in  the  State,  which  under  his  care  was  notably  pro- 
ductive. This  he  gave  to  his  sons,  and  with  his  only 
daughter,  moved  to  Kenilworth,  now  Matinecock, 
the  homestead  of  his  ancestor,  Captain  John  Un- 
derbill 

In  the  cultivation  of  this  place  he  evinced  a  large 
measure  of  family  pride,  and  dispensed  a  generous 
hospitality  at  the  old  homestead,  which  was  a  centre 
of  interest,  for  those  who  bore  the  family  name  of  its 
founder. 

The  family  still  own  the  ancient  house  and  grounds, 
but  Daniel  Smith  was  the  last  descendant  who  occu- 
pied it. 

Thev  have  one  child.  TVilliam  Jones,  born  in  1851. 
He  graduated  from  Cornell  University,  in  1872,  entered 
the  law  office  of  Hon.  Benjamin  W.  Downing,  then, 
and  for  eighteen  consecutive  years,  first  law  officer  of 
Queens  County,  and  was  admitted  to  the  New  York 
Bar,  in  1873.  In  1S79  and  1880,  he  represented  the 
first  district  of  Queens  County,  in  the  Legislature. 

William  Jones,  only  child  of  Daniel  Kelsey  and 
Sarah  Elizabeth  Smith  Youngs,  married  Eleanor 
Smith,  eldest  daughter  of  David  Jones  and  Cornelia 
Towusend  Youngs,  in  1879.  She  was  born  in  1854, 
and  died  in  1883.  They  had  one  child,  Mary  Fanny, 
bom  in  1880. 

He  married  again  in  1886,  Helen  Louise,   daughter 
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of  James  and  Marie  Louise  Youngs  Mason,  and  grand- 
daughter of  John  Mason,  the  founder  of  the  Chemical 
Bank,  Xew  York  City.  She  was  born  in  1858,  and 
died  in  1889.  They  had  one  child,  Helen,  born  in 
1887. 

These  children  of  William  Jones  Youngs,  are  the 
offspring  of  twelve  of  the  oldest  Long  Island  families, 
the  most  of  them,  dating  back  to  the  period  of  first 
settlement,  240  to  250  years  ago,  viz  :  Youngs,  Mapes, 
Weeks,  Allen,  Underbill,  Jones,  Townsend,  Kelsey, 
Smith,  Coles,  Wortman  and  Wright. 

William  Jones,  second  child  of  Daniel  and  Maria 
Baker  Youngs,  born  in  1819,  died  unmarried  in  1875. 

Thomas,  third  child  of  Daniel  and  Maria  Baker 
Youngs,  born  in  1822,  always  lived  at  the  homestead, 
and  cared  for  his  parents'  estate.  His  father  gave  him 
a  farm  on  Cove  Neck,  150  acres,  which  he  sold  to 
Hon.  Theodore  Roosevelt.  He  inherits  all  of  the 
sterling  qualities  of  his  progenitors,  and  is  much  es- 
teemed. 

Susan  Maria,  fourth  child  of  Daniel  and  Maria 
Baker  Youngs,  was  born  in  1824.  She  always  lived 
with  her  parents,  and  at  an  early  age.  the  principal 
charge  of  domestic  duties  devolved  upon  her  by  rea- 
son of  her  mother's  long  continued  illness. 

Her  efficient  and  cheerful  discharge  of  these  duties, 
and  affectionate  care  of  her  as;ed  grandmother  and 
parents,  are  held  in  grateful  remembrance  by  the  re- 
maining members  of  the  family.  She  is  unmarried 
and  resides  with  her  brothers  at  the  homestead  which 
they  jointly  inherited.

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Samuel,  second  child  of  Daniel  and  Hannah  Under- 
hill  Youngs,  born  in  1753,  married  Rebecca,  daughter 
of  John  Brush,  of  the  West  Neck,  of  Huntington,  in 
1771.  She  died  in  1802.  He  owned  the  house  oppo- 
site the  cemetery,  which  was  built  for  a  homestead  by 
his  grandfather,  Samuel  Youngs,  on  a  plot  of  four 
acres  of  common  land,  granted  to  him  by  the  proprie- 
tors of  the  Town  in  1696,  with  the  proviso  that  a  house 
should  be  built  upon  it  within  one  year,  which  was 
complied  with,  and  was  known  as  the  "  Other  House." 
This  remained  in  the  family  until  a  recent  date.  The 
late  Daniel  T.  Youngs  was  the  last  owner  and  occu- 
pant in  the  Youngs  family. 

They  had  nine  children  :  Elizabeth,  Thomas,  John 
Brush,  born  in  1777,  died  unmarried  in  1832  ;  Pene- 
lope ;  Mary,  born  in  1784,  died  unmarried  in  1810  ; 
Harry,  died  unmarried,  whilst  in  Government  service, 
at  Sackett's  Harbor,  N.  Y.,  in  1813;  Daniel;  Hannah, 
born  in  1794,  died  unmarried,  in  1812  ;  and  Fanny, 
born  in  1796,  died  unmarried  in  1831. 

Elizabeth,  eldest  child  of  Samuel  and  Rebecca 
Brush  Youngs,  born  in  1773,  was  married  to  Wright, 
son  of  Nathaniel  and  Hannah  Butler  Coles ;  she  died 
in  1813.  They  had  six  children  :  Samuel  Youngs ; 
Hannah,  who  died  unmarried  ;  Elias  Hicks,  died  un- 
married ;  John,  died  unmarried  ;  Mary,  and  William, 
died  unmarried. 

Samuel,  eldest  child  of  Wright  and  Elizabeth 
Youngs  Coles,  married  Eliza  Craft.  They  had  one 
daughter,    who    died    unmarried.       Samuel    married

again,  Abbie  P.,  daughter  of  John  Plummer,  a  member 
and  prominent  speaker  of  the  Society  of  Hicksite 
Friends.  Samuel  died  18  ,  without  issue,  at  Glen 
Cove,  L.  I.,  where  his  widow  now  resides. 

Mary,  fifth  child  of  Wright  and  Elizabeth  Youngs 
Coles,  was  married  to  John  Wright,  of  Glen  Cove,  L. 
I.  They  left  one  child,  Elizabeth,  who  was  married 
to  James,  son  of  George  D.  Coles.  They  have  no 
children.  She  is  the  last  surviving  member  of  Wright 
and  Elizabeth  Youngs  Coles'  family,  and  at  her  death 
it  will  become  extinct. 

Thomas,  second  child  of  Samuel  and  Rebecca  Brush 
Youngs,  born  in  1775,  married  Catharine,  daughter  of 
Dr.  Christian  Tobias,  formerly  a  surgeon  in  the  Brit- 
ish Army,  stationed  at  Nova  Scotia.  They  had  six 
children  :  Rebecca ;  Samuel,  born  in  1803,  and  died 
in  1890,  unmarried.  He  was  socially  and  politically 
prominent  in  Queens  County  until  1849,  when  he  went 
to  California.  He  was  Colonel  of  the  117th  Regiment 
of  New  York  State  Militia,  was  several  years  Super- 
visor of  the  Town  of  Oyster  Bay,  and  represented 
Queens  County  in  the  State  Legislature  in  1843  and 
1844.  Thomas  E.;  Henry  Ichabod,  born  in  1807,  died 
unmarried  in  1889;  Daniel  Tobias,  and  Alfred,  born 
in  1811,  died  unmarried  in  1836. 

Rebecca,  eldest  child  of  Thomas  and  Catharine 
Tobias  Youngs,  born  in  1801,  was  married  to  Daniel, 
son  of  Arnold  and  Judith  Wooden  Fleet ;  he  was  born 
in  1781,  died  in  1858.  She  died  in  1873.  They  had 
no  children. 

Thomas  F.,  son  of  Thomas  and  Catharine  Tobias 
Youngs,  married  Henrietta,  daughter  of  James  and 
Henrietta  Saye  Graham,  of  Morrissania,  who  is  a  de- 
scendant of  James  Graham,  son  of  the  Duke  of  Mon- 
trose, and  Attorney  General  of  the  Province  of  New 
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York,  in  1685  and  1687,  during  the  Governorship  of 
•Sir  Edmund  Andros,  holding  his  commission  from 
Charles  II.  Thomas  F.  Youngs  was  born  in  1805  and 
and  died  in  1883. 

They  had  eight  children  :  Lavine  Graham,  Alfred, 
Fanny  Henrietta,  residing  in  New  York  City,  unmar- 
ried. Graham,  Edward  Augustus,  who  died,  unmar- 
ried, at  Manilla,  East  India,  whilst  holding  the  office 
of  United  States  Consul.  Alice  Euphemia,  Thomas 
Ferdinand,  died  in  infancy,  and  Gertrude  Walton. 

Layine  Graham,  eldest  child  of  Thomas  F.,  and 
Henrietta  Graham  Yroungs,  was  married  to  George  A., 
son  of  Henry  and  Margaret  Palmer  Meyer,  of  New 
York  City.  They  have  three  children  :  Henrietta 
Graham,  Margaret  Palmer,  and  Henry  von  Lingerke. 

Henrietta  Graham,  eldest  child  of  George  A.,  and 
Lavine  Graham  Youngs  Meyer,  was  married  to  Francis 
Townsend,  son  of  James  Weeks  and  Margaret  Yarnum 
Underbill.  They  have  two  children  :  Margaret  Var- 
num  and  Lorimer  Graham. 

Margaret  Palmer,  second  child  of  George  A.,  and 
Lavine  Graham  Youngs  Meyer,  was  married  to  Elliot, 
son  of  Charles  Elliot  and  Susan  Ridley  Sedgwick  Nor- 
ton, of  Cambridge,  Mass.     They  have  no  children. 

Alfred,  second  child  of  Thomas  F.  and  Henrietta 
Graham  Youngs,  married  Emma  Theresa,  daughter  of 
Ezra  and  Nancy  Pease  White,  of  Mystic,  Conn.  They 
have  no  children. 

Graham,  fourth  child  of  Thomas  F.,  and  Henrietta 
Graham  Youngs,  married  Ada  M.  Comstock.  They 
have  two  children,  Josephine  and  Graham.  He  died 
at  New  York  in  1887. 

Alice  E.,  sixth  child  of  Thomas  F.,  and  Henrietta 
Graham  Youngs,  was  married  to  David,  son  of  Stephen 
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P.,  and  Catharine  McLean  Nash,  of  New  York  City. 
They  have  one  child,  Alice  Youngs. 

Gertrude  Walton,  youngest  child  of  Thomas  F., 
and  Henrietta  Graham  Youngs,  was  married  to  John 
D.,  son  of  John  H.  Cheever,  of  New  York  City.  They 
have  one  child,  Gertrude  Walton. 

Thomas  F.  Youngs  began  his  business  education  at 
an  early  age,  and  acquired  the  knowledge  and  habits 
which  enabled  him,  soon  after  attaining  his  majority, 
to  enter  upon  a  long  and  prosperous  business  career. 

The  firm  name,  as  shipping  and  commission  mer- 
chants, in  South  Street,  New  York  City,  was  a  familiar 
object,  in  nearly  the  same  locality,  for  half  a  century. 
During  this  long  period,  probity  gave  it  the  confidence 
of  all  contemporaries.  Encountering  all  of  the  vicissi- 
tudes of  trade  and  financial  crises,  it  met  them  pre- 
pared and  passed  them  unscathed.  After  rounding 
out  the  full  period  of  fifty  years,  he  retired  with  an 
ample  fortune,  to  "  Elmwood,"  his  beautiful  country 
home.  He  was  a  Vestryman  and  Warden  of  Christ 
Church,  Oyster  Bay,  many  years,  and  contributed  lib- 
erally, with  time  and  means,  to  the  erection  of  the 
present  church  edifice,  besides  donating  the  east  me- 
morial window. 

The  superintendence  of  his  farm  proved,  in  results, 
that  his  business  ability  was  confined  to  no  specialty. 
On  the  farm  and  in  the  counting-house  it  was  equally 
applicable  and  effective.  With  an  interesting  family 
around  him,  he  enjoyed  the  well  earned  leisure  to 
which  an  honorable,  active  career  entitled  him. 

Thomas  F.  Youngs  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Atlantic  Mutual  Insurance  Company, 
and  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  New 
York  Safe  Deposit  Company,  at  the  time  of  his  de- 
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cease,  and  resolutions  of  regard  and  appreciation  were 
adopted  by  his  associates. 

At  an  advanced  age,  in  apparent  health,  without 
premonition,  he  exchanged  the  pleasures  of  earth,  for 
the  joys  that  await  the  faithful. 

Daniel  Tobias,  fifth  child  of  Thomas  and  Catharine 
Tobias  Youngs,  born  in  1809,  married  Augusta  Van 
Nostrand,  in  1835.

Richard  Henry  Williams  was  educated  at  the  Troy 
Polytechnic  School,  and  was  always  broad  and  liberal 
in  his  views;  during  his  early  manhood  he  was  en- 
gaged in  mercantile  pursuits  and  winding  up  his 
father's  estate,  after  which  he  resided,  until  1863,  on  a 
farm  near  his  father's,  and  devoted  himself  to  improv- 
ing it,  and  at  the  same  time  taking  great  interest  in 
politics,  being  a  Democrat  up  to  the  time  the  Republi- 
can party  was  formed,  for  which  he  worked  faithfully, 
voting  for  Fremont  and  Dayton,  and  Lincoln  and 
Hamlin,  etc.,  etc.  Previous  to  elections  he  would 
often  be  away  from  home  half  his  time,  addressing  po- 
litical meetings.  In  1843,  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Legislature,  State  of  New  York,  and  again  in  1846  and 
1847,  during  which  time  he  was  prominent  as  serving 
on  the  Railroad  Committees.  He  was  instrumental  in 
securing  a  Charter  to  enable  the  projectors  of  the  first 
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suspension  bridge  across  the  Niagara  River  to  gain  an 
anchorage  on  the  American  side,  as  many  men  at  that 
time  believed  snch  a  structure  an  impossibility,  and 
would  not  vote  for  it.

different  Companies,  between  Albany  and  Buffalo,  into 
one  company,  and  secured  to  them  the  privilege  of 
carrying  perishable  freight,  such  as  fresh  meats,  etc., 
free  of  canal  tolls — and  many  other  worthy  reforms  in 
the  interest  of  progress  and  justice,  and  a  benefit  to 
the  public.

Hannah  and  Maria, 
the  two  eldest,  died  unmarried  ;  Henry,  and  Susan, 
who  was  married  to  Hiram  Fisher. 

John,  second  child,  born  in  1786,  married  Maria, 
daughter  of  William  Dusell,  of  New  York,  in  1815. 

They  had  eight  children:  Maria,  Sarah,  Eliza,  Julia, 
Richard  Henry  Lee,  Carnot,  Alfred  and  Walter. 

Maria,  eldest  child  of  John  and  Maria  Dusell 
Townsend,  was  married  to  P.  B.  Connolly. 
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Sarah,  second  child,  was  married  to  M.  P.  Dayton ; 
Elise,  third  child,  was  married  to  James  M.  Cromwell ; 
Julia,  fourth  child,  was  married  to  James  M.  Valen- 
tine ;  Richard  Henry  Lee,  fifth  child,  married  Adeline 
AUen. 

Temperance,  second  child,  born  in  1748,  was  mar- 
ried to  Elijah  Cock,  of  New  York  City.  She  died  in 
1794. 

They  had  six  children,  George,  Sarah,  John,  Towns- 
end,  George,  second,  and  Sarah,  second. 

Townsend,  fourth  child  of  Elijah  and  Temperance 
Townsend  Cock,  born  in  1787,  married  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  Isaac  Cock. 

They  had  three  children :    Mary,  Isaac  and  William. 

Richard,  third  son,  born  in  1751,  married  Abigaile, 
daughter  of  William  Willis.     He  died  in  1813. 

They  had  one  child :  Rosanna,  born  in  1777,  who 
died  unmarried. 

George,  sixth  child,  born  in  1760,  married  Phebe, 
daughter  of  Jacob  Willets,  in  1798.     He  died  in  1832. 

They  had  three  children :     Anne,  Mary  and  George. 

Anne,  eldest  child  of  George  and  Phebe  Willets 
Townsend,  was  married  to  Jesse  Hendrickson.  She 
died  in  1860. 

They  had  four  children  :  Daniel,  Townsend,  Mary 
and  Sarah. 

Mary,  third  child  of  Jesse  and  Anne  Townsend 
Hendrickson,  was  married  to  Obadiah  Titus,  of  Dutch- 
ess County,  N.  Y. 

They  had  eight  children :  Edward,  Phebe,  Emily, 
George,  Kate,  Harriet,  Hannah  and  Helen. 

Phebe,  second  child  of  Obadiah  and  Mary  Hen- 
drickson Titus,  was  married  to  James  Underhill ; 
Emily,  third  child,  was  married  to  Willliam  Ketcham  ; 
George,   fourth  child,   married   Susan   Green ;   Kate,

fifth  child,  was  married  to  Benjamin  Broas  ;  Harriet 
sixth  child,  was  married  to  Andrew  Provost.

Sarah  A.,  eldest  child  of  Thomas  and  Sarah  Down- 
ing Townsend,  was  married  to  Josiah  P.  Wetmore. 
She  died  in  1863. 

George  T.,  second  child,  married  Agnes  Lekeg,  and 
a  second  wife,  Elizabeth  Selkreg. 

Thomas  T.,  third  child,  married  Caroline  C.  Graham. 

Mary  E.,  sixth  child,  married  Charles  H.  Lyman. 

Caroline  T.,  seventh  child,  was  married  to  James 
Grant.     He  died  in  1859. 

Temperance,  second  child  of  Thomas  and  Sarah 
Downing  Townsend,  born  in  1793,  died  unmarried 
in   1841. 

Phebe,  third  child,  born  in  1798,  was  married  to 
Samuel  Green,  in  1819. 

They  had  three  children  :  John  H.,  Benjamin  M., 
and  Samuel. 

John  H.,  eldest  child  of  Samuel  and  Phebe  Towns- 
end  Green,  married  Phebe  A.  Downing. 

Samuel,  third  child,  married  Phebe  A.  Downing, 
a  cousin  of  his  brother's  wife. 

George,  fourth  child,  born  in  1800,  married  Betsey, 
daughter  of  Walter  Franklin  in,  1832. 
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John,  fifth  child,  born  in  1802,  married  Jemima 
Knapp,  in  1834. 

They  had  five  children  :  Mary  K.,  Georgianna  E., 
Sarah  F.,  Josephine  and  Anna  M. 

Phebe,  eighth  and  youngest  child  of  George  and 
Rosanna  Youngs  Townsend,  born  in  1769,  was  mar- 
ried to  Moses  Downing. 

Silas,  eldest  child  of  Moses  and  Phebe  Townsend 
Downing,  married  Mary  Hyatt,  in  1846. 

Rosanna,  second  child,  was  married  to  Elijah 
Townsend.  They  had  five  children,  four  sons  and  one 
daughter.  He  died  in  Dutchess  County,  N.  Y.,  in 
1860,  at  the  place  of  their  residence. 

James,  the  second,  married  Maria  Philips,  in  1827. 
They  had  three  children  :  Phebe,  Sarah  and  Silas. 
Of  the  next  six  children  nothing  has  been  ascertained. 

Townsend,  eighth  child,  married  Eliza  Mitchell,  in 
1833.  They  had  four  children  :  Henry  A.,  Phebe, 
Mitchell  and  Mary. 

This  record  of  the  descendants  of  George  and  Ro- 
sanna Youngs  Townsend,  is,  in  a  large  measure,  taken 
from  the  late  Mrs.  James  C.  Townsend's  comprehen- 
sive work,  "The  Townsend  Brothers."

JONAS  AND  MARTHA  YOUNGS. 


Jonas,  fourth  son  of  Thomas  and  Elizabeth  Weekes 
Youngs,    married   Martha  .     The   dates   of 

their  births  and  marriages  are  not  known,  nor  the 
names  of  their  children,  except  one,  John.  They  re- 
moved to  Stamford,  Conn.,  and  were  living  there  in 
1714. 

John,  son  of  Jonas  and  Martha,  born  in  1716,  mar- 
ried Rebecca  ,  who  died  without  children. 
He  married  a  second  wife,  Rebecca  ,  in  1738. 
He  died  in  1788.     His  wife,  in  1815. 

They  had  eight  children  :  Lavinia,  born  in  1740, 
died  in  1815  ;  Abigale,  born  in  1741,  died  in  infancy  ; 
Abigale  second,  Thomas,  Joseph,  born  in  1746,  died 
unmarried  in  1795  ;  Luther,  born  in  1750,  left  one 
daughter,  born  the  year  of  his  death,  1776 ;  Martha 
and  Jonas. 

He  owned  the  place  on  the  west  side  of  South 
Street,  Oyster  Bay  Village,  (about  six  acres),  on  which 
Richard  Holbrook  erected  the  first  dwelling  house  in 
the  Village.  This  house  was  taken  down  and  replaced 
by  another,  in  1670,  two  years  before  John  Y'oungs 
bought  it.  This  he  occupied  until  the  Revolution. 
The  place  is  now  (1890)  owned  by  Allen  Tooker,  ex- 
cept seven  building  lots  which  he  sold,  on  which  as 
many  neat  cottages  have  recently  been  built. 

John  was  a  staunch  Whig,  and  after  the  British  got 
possession  of  Long  Island,  he  left  Oyster  Bay,  by  or- 
der of  General  Delancey,  and  went  to  Stamford,  Conn. 
He,  however,  made  application  to  his  relatives,  at 
Oyster  Bay,  to  intercede  for  his  return.     The  follow- 
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ing  letter  will  sliow  that  their  intercession  was   sue* 
cessful : 

M  Sie  :— When  I  was  last  at  New  York  I  waited  on  General  De- 
lancey,  in  behalf  of  John  Youngs  and  his  wife.  From  him  I 
waited  on  the  Governor  likewise  in  their  behalf.  The  Governor 
said  he  knew  nothing  about  them.  I  soon  found  the  matter,  in 
my  opinion,  would  be  referred  to  General  Delancey,  as  he  sent 
them  off,  and  now  had  the  command  of  Long  Island.  I  went 
back  to  General  Delancey  again  and  he,  in  a  good  humored  way, 
swore  at  me  and  damned  me  for  plagueing  him  so  much  in  behalf 
of  Youngs  and  his  wife,  and  then  told  me  he  cared  nothing  about 
them,  and  I  might,  if  I  desired  it,  let  them  come  back  to  Oyster 
Bay,  and  if  John  Youngs  behaved  himself  quietly  and  peaceably 
no  notice  shall  be  taken  of  it.  I,  yesterday,  acquainted  Colonel 
Upham  of  it,  so  you  may  go  and  acquaint  John  Youngs'  daughter 
that  her  father  and  mother  may,  if  they  choose  it,  and  can  get 
back  to  Oyster  Bay  without  a  flag  being  sent  for  them,  they  may 
come  as  soon  as  they  please,  and  they  shall  not  be  molested. 
You  may  show  this  letter  to  them,  but  you  must  keep  it  in  your 
hands,  for  if  any  person  molests  them,  if  they  are  quiet  and 
peaceable  according  as  cited  in  the  letter,  you  will  receive  further 
orders  from  me.  I  dare  say  you  can  conceive  that  I  would  not 
presume  to  do  anything  of  this  nature  without  having  the  Gen- 
eral's permission.

Thomas  Smith. 

Oyster  Bay,  Hog  Island,  March  5th,  1782. 
To  Captain  Daniel  Youngs." 

Abigale,  third  child  of  John  and  Rebecca  Youngs, 
born  in  1743,  was  married  to  William  Pierce,  in  1761. 
They  had  two  children:  Elizabeth,  born  in  1763, 
died  unmarried,  in  1777,  and  Martha. 

Maktha,  second  child  of  William  and  Abigale 
Youngs  Pierce,  born  in  1764,  was  married  to  Holly 
Loynes,  in  1782. 

They  had  eleven  children  :  Samuel,  born  in  1783  ; 
Abigale,  in  1784  ;  Mercy,  in  1786  ;  Elizabeth,  in  1787; 
Esther,  in  1789 ;  Martha,  in  1791 ;  Mary,  in  1793 ;  Wil- 
liam, in  1795  ;  Rebecca,  in  1797  ;  Benjamin,  in  1799, 
and  Phebe,  in  1801. 
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Abigale,  widow  of  William  Pierce,  was  married  a 
second  time,  to  Albert  Albertson.  They  resided  in 
New  York  City  until  they  settled  at  Oyster  Bay,  at  the 
present  Albertson  Homestead,  which  has  been  the 
residence  of  his  descendants  until  the  present  time. 
They  had  no  children.  The  present  Albertson  family 
are  the  descendants  of  Albert  Albertson's  first  wife, 
Phebe  Pierce  Albertson. 

Thomas,  fourth  child  of  John  and  Rebecca  Youngs, 
born  in  1744,  married  and  lived  at  Matinecock, 
where  he  owned  a  farm.  As  appears  by  his  will,  re- 
corded in  Albany,  he  left  a  wife  and  children,  but  no 
trace  of  them  is  found.  Probably  the  late  Edward 
Youngs,  who  lived  a  short  distance  south  of  the  Ma- 
tinecock Friends  Meeting  House,  was  one  of  his  de- 
scendants.    Thomas  died  in  1788. 

Martha,  seventh  child  of  John  and  Rebecca  Youngs, 
born  in  1752,  was  married  to  Benjamin,  sonof  Jere- 
miah and  Hannah  Cheshire,  born  in  1749. 

They  had  ten  children  :  Miriam ;  Benjamin,  born 
1778,  died  1804;  John  Youngs,  born  in  1780,  died 
in  1807  ;  Jeremiah,  born  1782,  died  unmarried  in  1839 ; 
Lavinia  ;  Jonas,  born  in  1785,  died  in  1796  ;  Martha, 
died  at  the  age  of  eight  years  ;  Isaac,  died  young ;  a 
twin  sister,  Rebecca,  born  in  1791,  and  James,  born  in 
1793. 

Lavinia,  fifth  child,  born  in  1783,  was  married  to 
John  Watts,  of  Troy,  N.  Y.,  where  she  died  the  year 
of  her  marriage. 

Jonas,  sixth  child,  born  in  1785,  married  Jane  Hur- 
ley, of  Nova  Scotia.  They  had  two  children,  Lavinia 
and  Mary  Bennet. 

Lavinia,  eldest  daughter  of  Jonas  and  Jane  Cheshire 
Hurley,  was  married  to  Alexander  Hassell,  of  Edenton, 
North   Carolina,   in   1826.      They   had   six   children  : 
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Elizabeth,  Jane,  Haynard,  Margaret  Ann  and  two 
others. 

Mart  Bennet,  youngest  child,  was  married  to  Jacent 
St.  John,  of  Connecticut.  They  removed  to  Michigan, 
where  she  died,  leaving  one  daughter,  who  married 
Hairs.  They  are  now  living  in  France. 
They  have  four  children,  two  sons  and  two  daughters. 
Three  of  them  married.  The  youngest  recently  grad- 
uated at  Harvard  University.  Their  permanent  resi- 
dence is  in  New  York  City. 

Laytnia's  eldest  child,  Hannah  Sellick  Canfield,  was 
married  to  Mr.  Hoyt,  is  now  a  widow  with  two  daugh- 
ters, Hving  with  her  at  South  Salem. 

Mary  Eliza,  youngest  child,  was  married  and  left 
two  children,  a  daughter  and  son. 

Miriam,  first  child  of  Benjamin  and  Martha  Youngs 
Cheshire,  born  in  1776,  was  married  to  Ebenezer  Sel- 
lick, of  South  Salem,  Conn.,  where  they  continued  to 
reside.  They  had  three  children  :  Mary,  Hannah 
and  Benjamin,  who  died  in  early  manhood. 

Mary,  eldest  child  of  Ebenezer  and  Miriam  Youngs 
Cheshire,  was  married  to  Zadock  St.  John.  They  had 
four  children  :  Sellick  Youngs,  who  is  now  at  the  age 
of  seventy  years,  cashier  of  a  bank  at  New  Canaan, 
Conn.;  George,  who  died  in  1890,  and  left  three  chil- 
dren ;  Charles  left  two  daughters  Hving  at  New  Canaan, 
and  Edgar,  who  died  in  1890,  at  Stamford,  Conn.,  left 
two  children. 

Hannah,  second  child,  was  married  to  Mr.  Canfield. 
They  had  two  children,  Lavinia  and  Mary  Eliza. 

Rebecca,  ninth  child  of  Benjamin  and  Hartha 
Youngs  Cheshire,  born  in  1791,  was  married  to  Allen 
Hawkshurst,  of  Oyster  Bay,  bom  in  1793.  Rebecca 
died  in  1854,  and  her  husband  in  1879  They  left 
two  children,  Edward  and  Amelia. 
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Edward,  eldest  child  of  Allen  and  Kebecca  Cheshire 
Hawkshurst,  married  Lavinia,  daughter  of  Thomas 
Cheshire.  They  have  two  children,  William  Edward 
and  Laurie. 

William,  eldest  child  of  Edward  and  Lavinia 
Cheshire  Hawkshurst,  married  Lavinia,  daughter 
of  Artemas  Ward  Price.  They  have  three  children, 
Laurie,  born  in  1878 ;  Elma,  in  1880,  and  Clifford  in 

1889. 

Laurie,  second  child,  was  married  to  Samuel  Wil- 
marth.  They  have  two  children,  Mary,  born  in  1886, 
and  Frank,  in  1889. 

Amelia,  second  child,  born  in  1824,  was  married  to 
Andrew  H.  McQueen,  in  1842.     They  have  one  child. 

James  Maynard,  only  child  of  Andrew  H.  and 
Amelia  Hawkshurst  McQueen,  born  in  1848,  married 
Julia,  daughter  of  Valentine  Bayles,  of  Oyster  Bay, 
in  1868.  They  had  seven  children,  five  died  young. 
Now  living,  Frederick  Ludlam,  born  in  1877,  and 
Marian,  born  in  1881. 

Jonas,  eighth  and  youngest  child  of  John  and  Re- 
becca Youngs,  born  about  1754,  gained  notoriety  dur- 
ing the  Revolution  in  whale-boat  expeditions,  fitted 
out  from  Stamford,  Conn.,  for  the  purpose  of  captur- 
ing prominent  Tories  at  Oyster  Bay,  and  other  places 
on  Long  Island,  to  be  exchanged  for  patriot  prisoners 
of  war,  held  by  the  British  Army. 

"July  31st,  1779.  Last  Tuesday  morning,  2  o'clock,  John 
Townsend,  Esq.,  of  Oyster  Bay,  wab  carried  off  by  the  rebels,  led 
by  Jonas  Youngs,  who  robbed  his  house  of  many  valuable  articles, 
silver  tankard,  linen,  etc.,  aiiu  partly  demolished  it.  At  the  same 
time  W.  Sutton,  of  Maroneck,  and  a  young  man  named  Arnold 
Fleet,  were  carried  off  to  Stamford  and  paroled.  The  men  carried 
their  boat  over  the  beach.  Their  sentinel,  not  hearing  the  signal, 
was  left  behind,  and  wandered  about  on  Mill  Neck  till  starvation 
forced  him  to  givw  up. — Revolutionary  incidents  of  Queens  County." 
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It  is  not  known  that  he  ever  returned  permanently 
to  Oyster  Bay. 

For  the  continuous  record  of  Jonas  Youngs'  de- 
scendants, from  1716  to  the  present,  special  obligation 
is  acknowledged  to  Mrs.  Andrew  H.  McQueen,  of  Oys- 
ter Bay.  Following  her  ancestors'  example,  set  by 
three  generations,  she  has  kept  the  record,  substan- 
tially as  presented,  of  widely  separated  families,  by 
extensive  correspondence  with  individual  members. 

This  instance  is  in  marked  contrast  with  the  frag- 
mentary records  from  which  much  of  this  work  has 
been  compiled,  and  furnishes  a  commendable  example 
worthy  of  imitation. 

In  the  preceding  pages  the  writer  has  endeavored  to 
connect  the  links  in  the  chain  of  family  genealogy. 

The  love  links  all  were  forged  by  God,  and  He 
alone  connects  them. 

This  side  of  the  grave  some  of  the  links  are  broken, 
but  none  are  lost. 

For  we  have  "learned  by  lives  of  faith, 
The  truth  to  flesh  and  sense  unknown, 

That  life  is  ever  Lord  of  death, 
And  love  can  never  lose  its  own." 
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
